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French Strikers Win Pay Increase 
With Aid of Socialist Government 


60,000 Who Have Been Occupying Plants 
Reach Agreements With Employers— 
10,000 Still Holding Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 30.—The Govern- 
ment announced tonight that 60,000 
strikers who had been occupying 
French factories had evacuated 


them after independent agreements 
had been reached with their em- 
ployers. 

The decision was announced just 
before midnight. A conference be- 
tween union officers and employ- 
ers to draft elective contracts for 
metal workers was called for 
tomorrow. 

Agreements still were to be 
reached with 10,000 other workers. 

Earlier the strikere received un- 
animous backing of Leon Blum’s 
Socialist party. The party opened 
its thirty-third Congress in Paris 
and a resolution was read which 
greeted “the magnificent movement 
of the French metal trade workers, 
solidly lined up in defense of their 
freedom.” 

Blum, 


prospective Premier, did 


not appear at the opening meeting 
of the party. Instead, he attended 
a gathering of the Socialist par- 
liamentary group, of which he was 
elected president. 

Capitulation of the unions fol- 
lowed an agreement reached ear- 
lier in the night with the 20,000 
striking employes in the Citroen 
plants. They called off their occu- 
pation of the machine shops on the 
understanding they would receive a 
10 per cent wage increase, one 
week’s vacation yearly with pay, 
and the suppression of overtime 
work. 

Officials of the labor ministry, 
where the owners and strikers’ del- 
egates argued their case before 
Ludovic-Oscar Frossard, Labor 
Minister, said they expected an 
agreement soon with the 10,000 oth- 
er strikers. 

A strike in a large Paris restau- 
rant led to unconfirmed reports a 
general walkout of waiters and 
cooks was contemplated. 


ROOSEVELT GIVES FIRST PLACE 
ON RADIO TO G.0.P, CONVENTION 


Broadcasting Companies Notified 
President Doesn’t Want Speeches 
on Trip to “Conflict.”

WASHINGTON, May 30.—The 
White House informed the two 
major broadcasting chains today 
that President Roosevelt desired to 
avoid being placed in the position 
of “competing or conflicting” with 
the Republican National Convention 
in his trip into Arkansas, Texas 
and Indiana, beginning June 8, the 
day before the Republicans meet. 

A letter written by a secretary to 
the National and Columbia broad- 
casting companies was open to a 
possible interpretation that should 
Roosevelt’s three major speeches 
occur at a time when convention 
developments are being broadcast, 
the President might prefer to have 
his addresses taken off the air or 
diverted regionally. 

The letter said the probable time 
of Roosevelt’s speeches which he 
said would dea] with history, not 
politics, would be: Little Rock, 
Ark,. June 10, 7 p. m.; Dallas, Tex., 
June 12, 10:30 a. m. Vincennes, Ind., 
June 14, 10 a. m.

ENDS AT LAST=IN JAIL 


Taken There Barefoot, Held 
Two Hours Then Forfeits 
Bail; Bride Leaves Town.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Repre- 
sentative Marion A. Zioncheck com- 
pleted the most rambunctious 24 
hours of his capricious career in 
Washington tonight when he was 


released from jail, where he had 
been held for two hours after his 
ecretary posted $25 bail. The charge 
against aganist him was disorderly 
conduct. He elected to forfeit bail 
rather than appear in police court. 
He slipped out the back door. 

His attorney, L. Q. C. Lamar, 
said: “He’s going to Atlantic City.” 
He added that Zioncheck, who had 
been escorted into the police station 
barefoot and shirtless, wore clothes 
brought to him by his secretary. 

The brawl of the Congressman 
from Washington State started last 
night with a skirmish with the 
woman from whom he had sub- 
leased his apartment. The skirmish 
lasted most of the night and was 
followed by liquid entertainment 
for a group who had been attracted 
by the quarrel. As an upshot of 
this Zioncheck’s bride walked out, 
going to another apartment. How- 
ever, he expects her to meet him in 
Atlantic City. 

The Congressman late today 
started hurling things out the win- 
dow and whooping loudly. Neigh- 
bors then called the police. <A pa- 
trolman reported he had to use his 
nightstick to sukdue Zioncheck. 
Only one blow was struck. 

John W. Crabs, manager of the 
apartment house where Zioncheck 
lives, said he called the police after 
ioncheck had hurled bottles, dishes, 
and a typewriter out of the win- 
dow.* 

“Nobody was home except the 
Congressman, so he must have lost 
his temper all by himself,” Crabs 
said. |

FLAG OF THE KAISERS FLIES 
OVER NEW GERMAN NAVY 


Hitler Aboard One of the Ships 
During Celebration of Jut- 
land Anniversary. 

By the Associated Press. 

KIEL, Germany, May 30. — The 
flag of the Kaisers was raised over 
Germany’s new navy today by order 
of Reichsfuehrer Hitler. Although, 
legally, the old imperial banner is 
non-existent, it flew high above Hit- 
ler’s head from the top mast of his 
dispatch ship, White Grille. 

This was the day of Germany’s 
naval celebration, and a day of 
memorial. It was the twentieth an- 
niversary of the battle of Jutland, 
celebrated as a victory in Germany. 
Hitler, flanked by Admiral Erich 
Raeder, chief of the Admiralty, and 
Gen. Werner von Blomberg, chief 
of the Army General Staff, dedicat- 
ed a large monument to the mem- 
ory of the men and ships which 
went down off Jutland. The monu- 
ment, of brick and cement, over- 
looks the sea. In it were placed 
the battle flags of the Jutland en- 
gagement. 

Hitler did not speak but listened 
to Admiral Raeder, Vice-Admiral 
Wolf, and Admiral von Prother, 
who was chief of staff during the 
Jutland fight, The ceremonies co.- 
cluded three days of maneuvers by 
the reconstructed navy.

Robinson Announces Night

WASHINGTON, May 30 —Push- 
ing slowly toward a vote on the 
$2,370,000,000 relief-deficiency bill, 
the Senate today approved a new 
survey of the Florida ship canal, 
but rejected a similar study for the 
Passamaquoddy tide-harnessing pro- 
ject in Maine. 

Despite the settlement of these 
two controversial proposals, the 
holiday session failed to produce @ 
final vote on the bill, which leaders 
had sought in an effort to adjourn 
Congress a week from Friday. 

An agreement was reached, how- 


ever, to limit debate Monday—a 
move which virtually assured final 
action then. 

Before recessing, the Senate ap- 
proved the committee amendment 
making $300,000,000 available for a 
new public works program. This 
would be used for grants up to 30 
per cent on projects costing more 
than $100,000 and up to 45 per cent 
on smaller ones. It is estimated to 
produce a works program aggre 
gating about $800,000,000. 

$10,000,000 More for Canal. 


The new survey of the Florida 
canal, which, if favorable, would 
make possible a new allocation of 
$10,000,000 to continue work on it, 
was adopted, 35 to 30. The admin 
istration already has spent $5,400,- 
000 on the canal. 

By a vote of 39 to 28, administra- 
tion leaders were defeated on the 
Passamaquoddy survey. It would 
have permitted a new allocation of 
$9,000,000 for the tide-harnessing 
experiment. 

The two projects were first in- 
cluded in a single anfendment of- 
fered by Senator Robinson, Ar 
kansas, the Democratic leader. Sen- 
ator Hale (Rep.) Maine, asked for 
the division of the amendment to 
permit separate vote. He said he 
favored the Passamaquoddy plan, 
but not the ship canal. 


Vandenberg’s Attack. 


Senator Vandenberg, (Rep.), 
Michigan, led the attack on both 
projects, asserting the amendments 
were designed to make Congress 
“share the responsibility with 
President Roosevelt” for starting 
them. 

“He started all these projects,” 
the Michigan Senator said, “but 
when he gets into hot water he 
wants us to share the bath.” 

Point by point, he attacked the 
Robinson amendment, asserting 
that approval of it meant definite 
authorization of completion of the 
cross-state waterway. “You can't 
hide behind presidential boards,” 
he declared. 

Vandenberg accused Secretary of 
War Dern of making statements 
about the canal that would tend 
to influence army engineers, who 
serve under the War Department. 
Vandenberg’ said the canal had 
been branded by shippers all over 
the country as an unsound scheme, 

Senator Fletcher (Dem.), Florida, 
defended the ship canal, and Hale 
the Passamaquoddy project. 

Fletcher said construction of the 
canal would give work to 20,000 
persons for five or six years, but 
that if Congress-did not act, work 
would stop about July 1 and throw 
5000 or 6000 out of employment. 

Under the amendment which the 
Senate approved, President Roose- 
velt would be authorized to set up 
a board of three engineers to make 
a new survey of the ship canal and 
report by July 20. If the report 
should be favorable, the President 
would be authorized to make the 
new allocation. 

Robinson obtained a unanimous. 
consent agreement whereby the bill 
will be considered at 1 p. m. Mon-

Unidentified persons blew up the 
Chuanliangchen railway bridge on 
the Tangku-Tientsin line near Tang-

Japanese Bar Repair Crew. 

The Tientsin-Mudken express was 
flagged by a Chinese trackwalker 
before it could plunge into the gap. 
The express backed to Tientsin. 

When Chinese railway officials at- 
tempted to send out a repair crew, 
Japanese Army authorities refused 
to permit the repair men to leave. 
A Japanese machine gun detach- 
ment was dispatched to the scene 
and officers made a close exam- 
ination, including photographs, of 
the scene. 

After the Japanese inspection was

RIOTING AND ARSON 
CONTINUE IN PALESTINE 


Two Arabs Killed—Crops and 
Citrus Grove Burned— 
Officers Fired On, 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, May 30. — Arson 
and rioting kept the Holy Land in 
turmoil tonight. Two British con- 
stables were caught in an ambus- 
cade near Beersheba. One was 
wounded. Two Arabs were killed 
in scattered disorders. More in- 
cendiary fires occurred. 

One Arab was killed and many 
others were wounded when troops 
and police, searching Acraba, were 


fired on. They retaliated by driv- 
ing off the insurgents. 

Police pursued and shot down an 
Arab near Herzlia after.an attack 
on a co-operative farm in which a 
Jewish settler was wounded. 

Several thousand trees were up- 
rooted at Tiberias and Hedera, and 
crops were burned at Balfouria, 
near Nazareth. 

Constables were fired on when 
delivering supplies to Arab polit- 
ical exiles. A quarry near Qalgilia 
was wrecked during an _ attack. 
The burning of grain fields and 
citrus groves was widespread. 

The disorders were a continu- 
ance of the organized Arab move- 
ment against Jewish immigration 
and sale of land to Jews. 

The Palcor Agency reported to- 
day the Arab supreme committee, 
in defiance of Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
Palestine High Commissioner, had 
issued a memorandum calling on 
Arabs to continue their strike. 

The memorandum, in the form of 
a letter to Sir Arthur, also pro- 
tested against the speech which he 
delivered at the Empire day cele- 
bration in Tel Avid, where he told 
a large Jewish audience that their 
discipline in the face of attacks 
had won his admiration.

Townsend and G. L. K. Smith 
in Common Front for “‘Any- 
one but Roosevelt.”

PHILADELPHIA, May 30.—Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend, leader of an 
old age pension movement, and the 
Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, head of 
the share-the-wealth clubs organ- 


ized by the late Senator Huey P. 
Long, announced tonight they have 
joined forces. 

“We are presenting a common 
front against the dictatorship in 
Washington,” Dr. Townsend «ai.i. 
The announcement was made afier 
a conference with Smith, as they 
paused here overnight on their way 
to Allentown, Pa. 

They said the first attacks in 
their campaign would be made to- 
morrow at a mass assembly in that 
city, where both are scheduled to 
speak. 

“Anyone but Roosevelt” was their 
expressed choice when asked con- 
cerning Presidential preference. 
“Roosevelt is taboo to our follow- 
ers,” Dr. Townsend said. “If he 
is elected again, he will pack the 
Supreme Court with Farley politi- 
cians and you can kiss our Ameri- 
can traditions good-bye.” 

Sees Success of Plan. 

Dr. Townsend predicted passage 
of his plan by Congress next year. 
“It is as inevitable as the sun 
will shine,” he said. “We will elect 
only those Congressmen who will 
put their John Hancock on the 
pledge they will support the Town- 
send plan.” 

“And we have the votes to do it,” 
he added. “We have four million 
members in the Townsend clubs all 
over the country, and each member 
controls three votes at the mini- 
mum,” 

Dr. Townsend said he was not 
worried over the action of the 
Congressional Committee in citing 
him for contempt, after he walked 
out on its investigation hearings. 

“The only thing that worries me,” 
he observed, “is that they won’t put 
me in jail. I’ve always wanted 
to go.” 


Townsend Contempt Case Going 
to Grand Jury. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—The 
House investigating committee to- 
day arranged to make a further 
study next week of Townsen’s old 
age pension plan. 

Leslie C. Garnett, United States 
District Attorney for the District 
of Columbia said he would submit 
Townsend’s defiance of the com- 
mittee to a grand jury the first of 
the week.

On Jobs for “Privileged” Class 


Members of Nobility, Former Merchants and 
Kulaks Will Now Enjoy Same Charices 
As Others. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 30.—Soviet Rus- 
sia today wiped out the job dis- 
criminations heretofore’ practiced 
against people regarded as “priv- 
ileged” under the Czars. 

Members of the nobility, former 
merchants and kulaks—employer- 
type farmers—frequently have been 
driven from work since the revolu- 
tion because of their socia] origin. 

Today's order by the All-Union 
Soviet Control Committee abolished 
bars to employment. It was hailed 
as a major step toward a classless 
society, a foundation for real] state 
Communism. 

The decree also prohibited the 
discharge of workers on the 
grounds of former class connec- 
tions, and put a halt to discrimina- 
tions because of criminal records. 

There will be no more “house- 
cleanings” such as occurred in the 
past, when the so-called “undesir- 
able” elements were discharged en 
masse unless such housecleaning 
are authorized by the committee 
itself. 


Secret files in which records of 
employes have been kept by the em- 
|ploying institutions will be elimi- 
nated. Open files, to which work- 
ers will have access, are to be sub- 
stituted. 

No punishment is to be inflicted 
on a worker without first giving 
him an opportunity to explain and 
defend his actions. Similarly, the 
practice of barring certain workers 
from positions and responsibility 
and refusing them the right of em- 
ployment except in certain parts of 
the country will be greatly reduced. 

The measure was made _ retro- 
active by a clause calling for the 
re-examination of decisions of the 
Workers’ and Peasants’ Inspection 
Board, which once had supreme con- 
trol of mass dischar This board 
ceased to exist two years ago, and 
its authority passed to the control 
committee. 

The newspaper Pravda. declared 
today the system of mass demo- 
tions, expulsions and reprimands 
was a failure, adversely affecting 


discipline.

the document is alleged to ‘have 
been signed; Florence Small and 
Patrick Small, cousins of the miss- 
ing man. 

In an injunction issued April 2, 
Florence Small sought to restrain 
the executors of Mrs. Small’s estate 
from distributing it, “particularly 
the part granted to her as bene- 
ficiary of the estate of her hus- 
band.” 

Request for Particulars. 

Attorneys for executors of the 
the estate petitioned on May 21 
for further details of a reported 
statement by Florence Small that 
Mrs. Small “aided and abetted” in 
his “alleged murder.” 

They asked her to give particu- 
lars of her statement “of the ad- 
mission of Theresa Small _ (the 
widow) . and whether the 
Same was oral or written,” and “of 
the time and circumstances that 
the confession re- 
ceived at the home of Mary Flor- 
ence Small.” 

Sullivan said he was at the 
Small sisters’ home Nov. 20, 1929. 
when Mrs. Small arrived there and 
asked to see him and the Small sis- 
ters. While Browne looked on, he 
testified, Mrs. Small signed a 4doc- 
ument which mentioned Mrs. Small 
as “closing the mouths” of some 
persons. 

He said he asked her whether 
one of them was a “Mr. A,” and 
that she replied affirmatively. 

“The confessor,” Sullivan said, 
took the document away, but it 
was returned to the Small sisters 
and himself last November. 

Reference to “Gang.” 

When the examiner instructed 
Sullivan to produce the document, 
he replied it was at the home of 
the Misses Small, “and if you will 
protect the home against the black 
army gang blowing it up I'll pro- 
duce it.” 

Browne, the painter, told of 
watching the signing of the docu- 
ment. 

Miss Florence Small said she 
first heard of the “confession” in 
1929, anf that he was informed it 
was deilvered to her home “four 
or five weeks after the confessor's 
death.” 

“T was not surprised at the con- 
fessor being implicated in it,” she 
testified. “It said the confessor 
was responsible “for my brother's 
death.” 

Patrick Small said “the confes- 
sor” was seen at the Small sisters’ 
home around Novy. 20, 1929, and had 
visited the sisters six or seven 
times a year for the last 20 years.

The parade began at City 
Hall and followed a route over 
Twelfth boulevard to Washington 
avenue, east on - Washington to 
Fourth avenue, and then south to 
Locust street. 

Review at Barracks. 

In the afternoon there was @ 
memorial ceremony at Jefferson 
Barracks which included a review 
of the Sixth I ntry and speeches 
by Capt. Edward Loffhagen 
Hamilton Fish Camp No. 1 of the 
United Spanish War Veterans and 
by representatives of tt G. A. R., 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Ameri- 
can Legion, and other patriotic or- 
ganizations. 

Most of the American Legion ac- 
tivities, however, took place last 
Sunday when Legionnaires deco- 
rated the graves in St. Louis ceme- 
teries of men killed in the World 
War.

The amphitheater was crowded 
with hundreds of soldiers of past 
wars, medals shining in the sun 
and thousands of citizens in plain 
clothes. Below them on the Arling- 
ton slopes, stretched acres of 
graves, each bearing a flag and a 
vivid poppy. 

Secretary of Commerce Roper 
and Gen. John J. Pershing deliv- 
ered appeals for peace. Pershing 
added a plea for the preservation 
of American ideals of democracy 
lest the nation “become the prey 
of a dictator.” Roper asked for a 
broader, world-wide understanding 
of the economic relationships which 
might cause war. 

The President's only 
comment on the holiday was con- | 
tained in an exchange of telegrams 
with King Leopold of Belgium, who 
informed the President that “faith- 
ful to a tradition which is dear to 
it, Belgium decorates today the 
graves of the American soldiers 
who fell on her soil during the 
World War.” 

To this, President Roosevelt re-

The resolution supported the pro- 
posed LaFollette investigation of 
alleged violations of civil liberties 
and indorsed legislation barring 
interstate transportation of strike 
breakers. Support was urged for 
anti-injunction legislation, and 
“freedom of the air” bills before 
Congress were indorsed. 

Another resolution protested 
against the discharge of Gunnar 
Mickelsen from the Milwaukee 
Journal staff and proposed that the 
National Executive Board consider 
taking action in the case. Mickel- 
sen, a delegate here, was notified 
of his discharge today by his man- 
againg editor, who was quoted as 
saying Mickelsen’s value to the 
newspaper was destroyed because 
of his arrest in connection with a 
strike disorder.

mal, and that sudden unseasonable 
hot weather has aroused anxiety. 
Moreover, the spring wheat crop is 
about a week:-later than average in 
Canada, and is also somewhat de- 
layed in the American northwest. 
A circumstance likewise empha- 
sized is that a great deal of light- 
weight wheat has been seeded in 
spring crop States and in parts of 
Canada as well. 

Serious question is raised in vari- 
ous quarters as to whether much 
of the light-weight seed that has 
been used for the 1936 spring crop 
will produce wheat sufficiently vig- 
orous to withstand extreme hard- 
ships. One opinion prevalent is 
that with plenty of rain the poor 
seed will make good wheat. On the 
other hand, it is contended that if 
the weather is especially dry. and 
hot after germinating takes place 
the results will be dubious at best. 

Corn prices reflect knowledge 
that stocks of corn are light, and 
consumer demand active. The oats 
market is described as oversold. An 
outstanding feature as to rye has 
been that heavy arrivals here ap- 
pear well absorbed. 

In provisions, the principal de- 
velopment is that prices of all de- 
liveries of lard are at new low 
levels for the season.

LONDON, May 30. — Premier | 


Mussolini, in an interview given to 
Gordon Lennox of the London Daily 
Telegraph, declared that the use of 
sanctions by the League of Nations 
as an economic weapon against 
Italy must be stopped before Italy 
would become one of the “satisfied 


states.” With sanctions ended, he — 


declared, Italy would be satisfied, 
and he would do everything in his 


power to heal the Anglo-Italian 
breach and to preserve peace.in Eu- 
rope. 

Ii Duce received the interviewer 
at the Palazzo Venezia. He was in 
his hot weather working costume, 
white flannels, tennis shirt with tie, 
and gray flannel jacket. 

“The League of Nations can go 
on if it reforms itself,” was one of 
Mussolini's striking utterances. 

“If sanctions are continued,” he 
said, “the problem of Italy's re- 
maining in the League or leaving it 
will present itself in urgent form. 
The end of sanctions will present a 
favorable prospect for stabilization 
of collaboration in Europe. Fascist 
Italy wants peace, and will do 
everything in its power to preserve 
peace. War in Europe would be 
Europe's catastrophe.” 

Friendly Gesture Toward Britain. 


A new peace overture toward | 


Great Britain appeared in the Pre- 
mier's assertion that Italy would 
respect the British interests in 
Lake Tana, source of the Blue Nile, 
which is within the boundaries of 
Ethiopia. 

His remark as to “satisfied” 
Powers, and Italy's inclusion among 
them if sanctions were ended, re- 
calléd a previous detlaration, made 
after Italian troops enterea Addis 
Ababa, that Italy was not yet 
among the Powers whose terri- 
torial ambitions were satisfied. 

In his discussion of sanctions, 
the League, and Anglo-Italian rela- 
tions, Mussolini told his British in- 
terviewer in substance that if 
Britain wished to enlist Italy 
among the nations protecting Eu- 
rope's status quo, it-must concede 
that Ethiopia is conquered and the 
war in Africa is over, and must per- 
mit the League to end the economic 
offensive against Italy.

ard for 440 — Stanford 
Discus Thrower Makes 
170 Feet 10 7-8 Inches.

BERKLEY, Cal, May 30.— 
Southern California's powerful 
track and, field team won the Pa- 
cific Coast conference champion- 
ship today but the cheers of the 
crowd went to two atiletes who 
stamped themselves as outstaniing 
contenders for the American Olym- 
pic team. 

The Trojan squad, undefeated 
this year, piled up 53% points to 
take the team championship. 

It remained, however, for Archie 
Williams, lithe University of Cali- 
fornia Negro runner, and Phil 
Levy, Stanford discus thrower, to 
turn in individual performances 
that won the acclaim of 6000 fans. 
Williams won the quarter-mile 
run in the remarkable time of 468 
seconds, only four-tenths of a sec- 
ond slower than the world record 
set by big Ben Eastman in 1932. 
It was one of the fastest clceck- 
ings for 440 yards since Hastman 
ran to world fame as a Stanford 
student, and definitely established 
the fleet-footed Williams as a rank- 
ing contender for an Olympic teain 
berth, 

Not long after the California Ne- 
gro had completed his run, Levy 
sent the discus sailing 170 feet 
10% inches, the second longest 
throw on the Pacific Coast this 
year. 

Levy's winning mark was less 
than a foot short of the throw record- 
ed by Gordon “Slinger” Dunn of 
the San Francisco Olympic Club 
two weeks ago. Dunn is generally 
rated America’s main hope in the 
event, 

For .sheer performance, Califor- 
nia’s Williams was the outstanding 
competitor of the meet. After win- 
ning the quarter four yards ahead 
of Al Fitch of Southern California, 
who had led most of the way, the 
dusky flier came back to take sec- 
ond in the 220 yard dash and then 
ran the anchor lap in the mile re- 
lay to give California second place, 
The only double winner of the 
day was little Foy Draper, Univer- 
sity of Southern California’s ace 
sprinter, who won the 100 in 9.7 
seconds and the 220 yard dash in 
21.2 seconds, 

Ten conference records were bat- 
tered and one tied in the revival 
of the meet. New records were set 
in the shot put, quarter-mile, broad 
jump, high and low hurdles, half- 
mile, javelin, pole vault, discus and 
mile relay. The 100 yard dash rec- 
ord was equalled. 

Except for the quarter-mile, dis- 
cus and broad jump events, how- 
ever, the record smashing orgy 
failed to excite the imagination of 
the spectators. Since the confer- 
ence meet was abandoned in 1927, 
all of its records have been bet-

an hour to save gasoline. When 
he brought his car to a stop there 
was a pint and a half of fuel in 
his tank and three gallons in his 
pits. 

His face smeared with grease, 
Meyer said today’s race was the 
most enjoyable in which he ever 
participated because he did not 
know until the finish that he was 
going to triumphs. 

The record-breaking crowd of 
166,000 spectators, lured to the track 
as a result of 31 tragic deaths since 
racing was started in 1908, saw 
only one accident today. Al Miller 
of Detroit sustained a fractured 
left leg. Roaring down the stretch 
in full sight of thousands of spec- 
tators in the stanas lining the track, 
he was injured when the front axle 
broke and his speeding car cracked 
into a guard rail. The car swerved 
back onto the course with Miller's 
mechanic, Jimmy Jackson, Indian- 
apolis, still sitting in it. The race 
was immediately slowed down to 60 
miles an hour while the wrecked 
car was hauled off the course. 
Jackson jumped to safety. 


Car Crashes Into Rail. 


Miller was thrown out of the car 
and slid across the track. The car 
smashed into the guard rail with 
terrific force, with a piece of the 
rail piercing the hood and shooting 
back almost to the seats. Miller lost 
part of his left leg »n a motorcycle 
accident several years ago and to- 
day’s fracture was on the same 
member. 

“I'm pretty lucky,” he said as he 
was being lifted into an ambulance. 

“I just broke my ‘wooden leg,’” 
he said. 

The fracture was between the 
knee and the hip and may necessi- 
tate further amputation. 

That was the only accident of the 
race and the safety of the newly 
constructed turns, guarded with re- 
taining walls, was proven. It was 
the first time in years that the 
race was run off without a death 
or a serious accident. 

The “tough luck” driver of the 
race was William (Shorty) Cantlon 
of Detroit, who was never out of 
fifth place and always a dangerous 
challenger after the first 100 miles 
had been reeled off. With only sev- 
en laps to go and clinging tena- 
ciously to third place, Cantlon ran 
out of gas.

(BUILDING MATERIAL 
SALES GAINED IN APRIL 


Commerce Department Re- 
ports Sharp Increases Over 
Same Month Last Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 3. — A 
Commerce Department report on 
April sales in wholesale lines and 
manufacturing industries shows 
the sharpest gains over last year 
in plumbing and heating equip- 
ment, iron and steel, lumber and 
building material, stone, clay and 
glass products and other industries 
allied with construction. 

Improvement in terms of per- 
centage was accentuated by the ex- 
tremely low level from which build- 
ing, notably home construction, be- 
gan to expand last spring. 

Sharing front ranks with build- 
ing supply lines were industries 
feeling a growing demand for dur- 
able goods for the home or for 
plant expansion and renovation. 

Trends Confirmed. 

The Commerce Department fig- 
ures from a cross-section of indus- 
try and distribution, a new study 
undertaken in collaboration with 
the National Association of Credit 
Men, confirmed trends apparent in 
the Labor Department’s employ- 
ment data. 

Building and durable goods in- 
dustries have been outstanding in 
spring job gains. The Labor De- 
partment’s April employment index 
for durable goods was the highest 
since October, 1930. It rose to 77.6 
per cent of the 1923-25 average 
from 75.7 in March and 71.8 in 
April, 1935. 

The Commerce Department’s re- 
ports come from 568 manufacturers 
and 1075 wholesalers. Manufactur- 
ing sales generally were up per 
cent and wholesale trade about 6 
per cent in dollar volume from the 
1935 month. Since prices have not 
changed much in the meanwhile, it 
was assumed dollar gains repre- 
sented an approximately propor- 
tionate quantity. 

All groups shared in the improve- 
ment except groceries and foods, in 
which prices have declined some- 
what, footwear and leather and its 
products 

April Manufacturing Gains. 

In manufacturing, outstanding 
April percentage gains compared 
with last year were: Iron and steel, 
41.8; stone, clay and glass prod- 
ucts, 24.3; forest products, 15; mo- 
tor vehicle parts, 14.4; chemicals 
and allied products, 1.3; textiles, 
12.2; miscellaneous, 16.2. 

Wholesale percentage gains in- 
cluded: Plumbing and heating 
equipment, 42.1; lumber and build- 
ing materials, 41.7; machinery, 
equipment and supplies, 27.8; pe- 
troleum and products, 23.8; electri- 


cal goods, 19.1; jewelry and optical | 


goods, 18; hardware, 16.4; cloth- 
ing and furnishings, 13.9; paper and 
its products, 13.4; drugs, 11.7; house 
furnishings, 11.3; automotive sup- 
plies, 10.9; dry goods, 8.2; tobacco 
and its products, 8; meats, 5; mis- 
cellaneous.”

Ulster Parliament Member Sure | 


That Survey Will Show | 


Idea Is Feasible. 
By the Associated Press. | 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, May 
30.—Engineering experts now are) 
making preliminary surveys for a 
scheme which, if realized, will see 
Northern Ireland and Britain joined 
by turfhel. 

Sponsor of the plan is William J. 
Stewart, member of the Ulster par- 
liament, who has engaged engin- 
eers to carry out the exploratory 
work. 

He is confident their report will 
prove the feasibility of a tunnel. 

His proposed bore would reach 
from the County Antrim coast of 
Northern Ireland to the Mull of Kin- 
tyre on the Scottish coast, a dis- 
tance of 13 miles. 

Its value as work relief is stressed. 
It also is urged that if a tunnel ex- 
isted it would in time of war mean 
an assured food supply for Britain 
regardless of how other means of 
communication were threatened. 
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TOWN IN NETHERLANDS HELD 
TO BE BIRTHPLACE OF 
ROOSEVELT FAMILY 


That the name Roosevelt which 
has figured prominently in Ameri- 
ean history and the family which 
bears it comes from the Zeeland 
village of Oud Vossemeer is in 
process of being proven. The name 


Roosevelt turns up frequently in 
the history of Oud Vossemeer. In 
gome cases it is spelled with one 
“9,” but the spelling of proper 
names was hardly fixed during the 
eighteenth century; people often 
spelled their names in different 
manners in different documents. 
Thus it made no difference whether 
the name was spelled with one or 
two “o's,” whether it ended in a 
“a” or “t,” or whether it was pre- 
ceded by “van.” 

The town still counts three houses 
that have belonged to the Roose- 
velt family, and in Oud Vossemeer’s 
Netherlands Reformed Church is a 
large brass chandelier that was do- 
nated by one of the ancestors of 
President Roosevelt. Engraved on 
the shiny brass is the inscription: 
“Johannis van Rosevelt, in life 
achoolmaster in Scherpenisse, son 
of the late Pieter van Rosevelt, in 
life schoolmaster and sexton in Oud 
Vossemeer. To and for the use of 
this church.” 

In the little town hall of Oud 
Vossemeer, where Mayor and. Al- 
dermen sit in the same room and 
where the entire official life of the 
town is transacted, is found the 
most convincing evidence that the 
Roosevelt family originated there. 
The mantelpiece is decorated with 
the coats of arms of many of the 
ancient families, and in the upper 
right-hand corner is the crest of 
the Roosevelts. The archives also 
show that a Zeeland farmer, Klaus 
Roosevelt, with his young wife, 
Jannetje Goverts, centuries ago 
journeyed to America and the in- 
vestigators are trying to find wheth- 
er this couple were ancestors of 
our two Presidents.

Now Producing 
Radio Theater 


ECIL B. DE MILLE, director of 
C “The Ten Commandments.” “The 

Crusades” and other notable 
movies, has been appointed pro- 
ducer of the Radio Theater broad- 
casts Monday nights on the CBS 
chain and KMOX, and will take 
charge with the broadcast of tomor- 
row evening. 

These broadcasts hereafter will 
originate in.a theater in Hollywood, 
formerly called the Music Box, and 
for the first time since the series 
began the plays will be performed 
before a visible audience. Every 
Monday night, the names of the 
actors and play for the broadcast 
will be billed in lights in front of 
the theater. 

De Mille replaces as producer 
Douglas Garrick. This will be the 
first time that a “big name” movie 
or stage director and producer has 
gone before a microphone as pro- 
ducer of a radio dramatic series. 

Tomorrow night, De Mille will 
produce “The Legionnaire and the 
Lady,” based on the movie, “Moroc- 
co,” with Clark Gable and Marlene 
Dietrich heading the cast. 


NBC Will Attempt to Enable 
Them to Synchronize by 
Radio With the Time 
Beating of an Unseen Con: 
ductor. 


N attempt will be made by the 

NBC on the WEAF or WJZ net- 

work to bring to realization a 
dream of having professional and 
amateur musicians all over the 
country playing together as one 
vabt orchestra under the baton of 
a single conductor. 


Years ago home musicians often 


played or sang with the music from 
phonograph records. With the ad- 
vent of radio such musicians often 
played to the music of broadcast- 
ing dance and symphony orchestras 
and chamber music ensembles. Er- 
nest La Prade of the NBC program 
department several years ago con- 
ceived the idea of co-ordinating this 
home music-making into one huge 
orchestra in which musicians from 
coast to coast could play as mem- 
bers of a larger instrumental en- 
semble than anyone had ever 
imagined. 


He finally devised what seemed 
a practical method of co-ordinating 
the playing of isolated ,musicians 
with an unseen conductor. He 
demonstrated his plan to the NBC 
Program Board on Oct. 10, 1935, by 
conducting an orchestral program 
in one of NBC’s New York studios 
with instrumentalists gathered 
around speakers in other places. It 
worked. Again it was demonstrat- 
ed at the biennial meeting of the 
Music Educators’ National Confer- 
erree in New York on April 1, last. 


La Prade was commissioned to 
solve problems, including the dis- 
tribution of music to unseen play- 
ers who wished to join the NBC 
All-American Orchestra. Publish- 
ers have been co-operating and 
soon complete details for becoming 
members of this mammoth orches- 
tra will be announced. The or- 
chestra will be organized and reg- 
ular weekly programs will be ar- 
ranged to appeal to casual listeners 
as well as to afford thrills to those 
who play anything from a piano or 
melodeon to a bass tuba or picolo.

TRAFFIC PROVISIONS 


Private Car, Taxicab and Bus 
Arrangements for Season 
Announced. 


Announcement was made yester- 
day of private automobile, bus and 
taxicab traffic arrangements in 
Forest Park for the Municipal 
Opera season at Municipal Thea- 
ter, which will open Friday. 

Except for several minor changes, 
the traffic control system will be 
the same as last year. There will 
be a one-way movement of vehicles 
on some of the drives in the eastern 
part of the park between 7:15 and 
8:30 p. m. 

Although Lindell drive, between 
De Baliviere avenue and Skinker 
boulevard, will remain closed be- 
cause of reconstruction work, the 
new Des Peres avenue, 6000 west, 
will be opened, between Waterman 
boulevard and the park. Cars go- 
ing to the theater from Des Peres 
avenue will use Grand, Lagoon and 
‘Deer Lake drives. 

For machines entering the park 
at Kingshighway and Lindell boule- 
vard or at West Pine boulevard, 
the route to the theater will follow 
Grand, Jefferson and Theater 
drives to the lower entrance or 
Union and Summit drives to the 
upper entrance. Right turns will 
be prohibited at the intersections of 
Jefferson and Grand drives and of 


-Grand and Union drives, and left 


turns at Jefferson and Theater 
drives and at Deer Lake and Thea- 
ter drives. 

Union Entrance. 


Motorists entering the park at| 


Union and Lindell drives will use 
Union and Grand drives, to the 
entrance approaches. 

From the Kingshighway-Oakland 
and Kingshighway-Euclid park en- 
trances the route will be over Jef- 
ferson and Grand drives. 

Traffic policemen will be sta- 
tioned at all principal park inter- 
gections. There will be large signs 
at important points to indicate 
traffic rules. Twelve floodlights 
will be installed by the police to aid 
pedestrians. 

Five bus lines direct to the thea- 
ter will be operated by the Public 
Service Co., designated by “Mu- 
nicipal Opera” signs on the busses. 
All forms of fares acceptable on 
regular street cars and busses, in- 
cluding Sunday and holiday passes, 
echool tickets, tokens and trans- 
fers, will be good on the special 
lines, which also will issue trans- 
fers. However, there will be no 
transfer privilege between these 
lines and the so-called “selective 
service” bus lines, which are the 
Delmar, Lindell and Page.

ROUND the corner in a well-known

We looked at this person; the heavy 
face, the dull eyes. We placed him, He 
belonged in an era in which women were 
to all intents and purposes subordinates. 
About the time when women in English 
mines.were dragging coal carts and when, 
in France, Napoleon opposed teaching 
women the alphabet, because, he said, 
once you taught them that, no telling how 
far they'd go.

OR all of us are living mentally in 
Fraitterent years, although we may live 

side by side on the same street or on 
the same floor of an apartment house. 
Lots of men are caught mentally in the 
period of the war. Plenty of women in 
their late forties and early fifties are old- 
time feminists of the mental vintage of 
1910. (One of the good years in femin- 
ism.) Some of us are still living in the 
darkest years of the depression of two 
or three years ago. We even know a few 


who are living ahead of the times, like 
the young girl who said the other day: 
“The depression? Oh, I knew there was 
one, but I understood it was all over 
now.” Everybody has a mental year or 
period to which he belongs, just as def- 
initely as he once belonged to the class 
of umpty-ump in the university or in the 
grammar school, 

There is nothing that gives an index in 
a man’s “year” better than the way he 
regards his wife’s work, if she has a paid 
job. When we say “year,” we don’t mean 
his actual age, 25, 40 or 60. We mean the 
time in the world’s history, perhaps the 
Victorian era, the period of the suffrage 
and anti-suffrage battles, or possibly the 
present decade to which he belongs men- 
tally. 

Just for fun, then, we suggest that you 
try to place yourself, if you are a man, or 
your husband, brother, father or friends, 
if you are a woman, by the masculine 
reaction to wage earning on the part of 
the women of the family.

F a man is 100 per cent modern, a 1936 

mind, he takes it as a matter of course. 

In fact, he is probably putting down 
this article at the moment, thinking the 
subject is hardly worth arguing about. 
“Of course, women have jobs,” he says. 
“Why shouldn’t they? Whatever a girl 
wants to do is okay with me.” He will 
probably marry a girl who is working 
without giving the matter a second 
thought, unless it is to count on her in- 
come for the family budget on the one 
hand, or to hope that she will sometime 
find leisure to stop work in order to have 
children on the other. Otherwise, he has 
no opinions about it. 

The men who belong to the mental era 
before the war, or some time after it, are 
marked by a feeling that all money should 
emanate from them as a source and that 
they should control it.

But 
they keep bringing it up in conversation 
because they aren’t quite used to the idea. 
It makes them tneasy. This uneasy and 
self-conscious attitude dates a man as 
belonging to a pre 1914 or a pre 1929 
class. A good class but definitely dated. 

The men who belong mentally in a more 
remote time when Queen Victoria was 
alive and giving her name to an age are 
genuinely regretful that wives of their 
acquaintance should ever have to. work. 
They honestly believe that women should

An Answer 


OW many of you mothers are 
waiting with mixed feelings of 
joy and anguish, for that fast- 


approaching event—“the last day of 


school”? Gilad that, once again, 
you will hear the prattle of child- 
ish voices around the house, but 
dreading that time, when the nov- 
elty of freedom has worn off, and 
a wail goes up, “What shall I do?” 

Now is the time to prepare an 
answer for that pressing query. And 
no more satisfactory solution can 
be found than the backyard play- 
ground. Satisfactory from the 
child's point of view, in that such 
a spot will provide ample equip- 
ment for physical activity as well 
as the development of the more in- 
tangible benefits to be gained from 
the exercise of imagination, ingenu- 
ity and the standards of fair play. 
Satisfactory from the parents’ view- 
point, in that they are saved the 
worry of the children roaming the 
streets. 

It may be quite a sacrifice, espe- 
cially to those garden enthusiasts 
with small backyards, to give up 
part of the space to play equip- 
ment, but it will probably prove a 
benefit in the long run. A special 
part of the yard set off for the 
children will undoubtedly save 
bruised feelings all around; the 
young ones will be freed from the 
constant admonition to stay out of 
the peony bed, while the parents 
will be spared the anguish of tram- 
pled larkspur and  delphinium. 
There should, however, be a clear- 
cut division between the two parts 
of the yard so that no misunder- 
standings can ensue. 

And now as to the type of play 
equipment. Let your conscience, or 
rather, your pocketbook, be your 
guide, but realize that the amount 


| spent has very little to do with the

fully planned and built by father 
and son together will do more to- 
ward developing a feeling of com- 
radeship than the most elaborate 
and expensive playhouse which has 
been ordered without consulting the 
taste of the little owner.

Counters Can Be Used to 
Good Advantage.

F you want to add a simple touch 
ie magic to your table, try a new 

tablecloth. There are innumer- 
able summer materials fhat can be 
utilized. The best way and the 
most fun is to improvise your own 
setting.

Tablecloths, like clothes, have 
seasons. Pale organdy, either tai- 
lored or embroidered in floral pat- 
terns, are blossoming on summer ta- 
bles. Their sheer quality has a cool 
freshness that a linen cloth could 
never impart. Net, too, has found 
its way to the table. With a cen- 
ter runner of lace, it is a dainty 
setting for light dishes, both in 
form and content.

FROM the GROUND UP 


HE rose is a universal flower 
T iovea and cultivated by man 

since the beginning of time in 
all countries and climates. The na- 
tive types of roses from all over the 
world have been crossed and re- 
crossed with the result that there 
are hybrids of every color and rare 
perfume for our gardens. These na- 
tive or species types are still avail- 
able and are known as shrub roses 
as they grow to be full bushy 
shrubs with single flowers and large 
attractive fruits. The hybrid teas 
and perpetuals have had to sacrifice 
the beauty of the foliage and fruit 
for the flowers which are their 
claim to fame. Then there are the 
climbing, trailing and rambling 
roses to form chains of beauty ev- 
erywhere. 


Fortunately for us here in St. 
Louis, roses like the clay soil which 
abounds on all our property, but 
they are big eaters and their clay 
diet must be enriched to the max- 
imum for the best “bloom” results. 
Well-rotted cow manure is their fa- 
vorite food and can be put in the 
beds beyond direct contact of the 
roots, mixed with the clay around 
their roots, and as mulch on the 
surface, without over-taxing their 
digestion.

Strong gusts 
of wind can play havoc in a rose 
bed, because the thorny branches 
cruelly lacerate their own foliage 
and shred the bark of the canes.

Livable Place 


New York Exhibit Shows 
Many Ways to Make Help- 
ful Changes. 


NEW YORK, May » 


VEN if we didn't have to attena 

the various exhibits of mode} 

rooms and similar events con. 
nected with the fascinating but com. 
plex business of the house, we stijj 
would manage to take in as many 
such exhibits as we could. For aj. 
ways one comes away with new and 
interesting ideas, which, if not need. 
ed at the moment, are sure to be 
of use later on. 

And so it has been with a delight. 
ful exhibit lately on view at Rocke. 
feller Center in New York. The ex. 
hibit consists of 36 miniature base. 
ment models made into recreation 
rooms by students of the New York 
School of Fine and Applied Art. And 
so, while we aren't planning a rum- 
pus room at the moment. we cer. 
tainly have a flock of grand ideas 
should we be engaged in doing such 
a room later. 

But to get back to the show. Each 
student in the exhibit was given the 
floor plan and -photographs of a 
basement in use today. In place of 
the old heating unit, however, the 
modern type of heating equipment 
was designated in the floor plan for 
each specific basement. With this 
proviso and the floor plans to guide 
them, the students furnished and 
decorated rooms in miniature, using 
the scale of one inch to a foot. 

—-0-0-— 

SIX TYPES OF treatment were 
available, allowing for a hobby 
room, a sports room, a rumpus 
room, a children’s room and a study 
or a room for utility or general pur , 
poses. 

The students faced and solved 
every problem that can occur in 
transforming the basement cellar 
into a room of interest and charm. 
Chimneys and rough walls, support- 
ing columns and beams, ugly com 
ners, bad proportions and low ce 
lings were all coped with. And the 
results are as charming as they are 
clever. 

In looking at the transformed 
rooms we were taken with the per- 
fect scale miniature heating plants 
made in sheet metal, brass or cop 
per, according to the equipment 
used. This at once made the cellar 
a different place from that of the 
photograph. 

Although the treatments were 
different for the various types of 
rooms, there was a unanimous 
choice of light colors for floor cov- 
erings, walls, draperies and fur- 
nishings, for light is at a premium 
in the average basement. Pillars 
and columns were incorporated 
cleverly into the general scheme, 
and modern furniture and perpen- 
dicular lines were employed to 
gain an illusion of height.

Yes, picnic season begins again. 
And with modern equipment, you can 
prepare the whole meal at home 
with the satistaction of knowing 


that hot dishes will be hot and cold 
ones cold hours later

open season for picnics for many @ 

family, and there are good answers 
even for the conscious objector to picnics. 
Picnics today need involve no half-cooked 
food, no hunting for wood to make the 
fire to cook the food on the spot, no cold, 
unpalatable meals. Eating out of doors, 
in fact, may as up-to-date as this 
year’s broad-shouldered dresses, provided 
it is done in the 1936 manner. For there 
is equipment available which makes it 
relatively easy to have hot food hot and 
cold food cold even at a picnic. 


Here, we are suggesting three meals as 
good and substantial as they are attrac- 
tive. If the weather tricks you, as it I» 
so likely to do this time of year, and it 
rains, they will be as good at home as 
they are outside. That’s an important 
consideration for both you and your 
guests who will have to be fed rain or 
shine. 


It’s the equipment you use that wil} 
make these meals easy for you and your 
guests both. Anyone, who accepted you: 
invitation sceptically with one eye gearea 
to the dry-as-dust picnics of the past, will 
be in for a surprise.

Menu for Picnic No. 1 


(Suggesting the use of an easy-to-carry, 
electric well cooker and a speedy ice 
cream freezer.) 

Hot Chicken with Gravy 
Bread and Butter Sandwiches 
Fresh Green Salad 
Watermelon or Bread and Butter Pickles 
Strawberry and Peach Ice Cream 
Hot Coffee or Iced Punch. 


The chicken picnic seems to be a fa. 
vorite. We prepare the chicken in the 
electric well cooker—it will hold enough 
for 12 people. We take it to the picnic 
in the cooker, too. This cooker is in- 
sulated well, and will retain heat for an 
hour or even two and it has a handle 
which makes carrying easy. The reason 
we use plain bread sandwiches with this 


is because there is always a rush for 


the gravy left in the cooker. It’s par- 
ticularly popular with the children. 


The salad is all washed, dried and 
wrapped in a clean towel. If we take ice 
along in a bucket, we put it right on 
the ice in the towel with the dressing in 
a bottle alongside and combine it at the 
last minute. 


Lately we have added a tin wash boiler 
to our camping equipment. We selectea 
one that fits easily into the trunk of the 
car and everything cold is placed in 
on top of a generous piece of ice. It's 
a good idea, for the wash boiler is deep 
enough to reduce splashing to its lowest 
terms, We put the punch, beer, salad, 
salad dressing, a jug of water, or any- 
thing cold in this and it keeps very cola 
for hours, 


The same well cooker, we must remina 
you, will keep things cold as well as hot. 
If you are having a cold picnic, empty 
the ice cubes out of your refrigerator int. 
it, put in the jar of salad dressing and 
the salad wrapped in the towel on top. 
You'll be surprised to find out how long 
this piece of equipment will keep things 
cold. For the insulation, of course, wil! 
insulate against heat as well as against 
cold. For long-distance motor trave:, 
you'll like the cooker with ice in it, some 
drinking water or the baby’s bottles. 


Whole cucumbers, tomatoes and sim- 
ilar vegetables may be carried in this way 
also and add their cooking lusciousness 
to any picnic menu. Fresh fruit—apples, 
oranges or peaches emerge from a pack 
of this type deliciously refreshing to heat 
distracted picnickers. 

The coffee goes into the thermos bottle 
or jug unless you are willing to make it 
on the spot. 

The ice cream is made in a new freezer 
that has recently come onto the market. 
It has a bail which makes it convenient 
to carry with you. It will freeze plain 
ice cream in five minutes and that’s a 
departure from the old freezers that 
seemed to take an interminable amount 
of time for turning: 

In fact, if you’re faced with lack or

time, one of the youngsters can easily 
freeze the ice cream while dad is packing 
the other paraphernalia. 


Sometimes we substitute a delicious 
fruit melange for the ice cream. It re- 
quires about seven minutes for the turn. 
ing, for the large amount of fruit slows 
down the freezing somewhat. The recipe 
for this will be sent to you on the service 
leaflet if you want it. It’s a very pop- 
ular concoction. These quick-freezing 
freezers are really worth while invest}- 
gating.

You may want to buy 
yours at the bakery. But have you ever 
tried baking your own in the new fibe, 
dishes that are now on the market? If 
you haven't, you really should try them. 
We like them for picnics especially, for 
they reduce that disagreeable, after-picnic 
dishwashing immeasurably. They come 
to an inglorious end in the campfire, 
since they burn easily. 

You'll notice that we baked our custard 
pie in one of these fiber baking dishes, 
too. When we take a cold ham loaf in-

SHORTCAKE 


like applauding any one who rises to 

the defense of biscuit-dough shortcake. 
For didn’t my grandmother, back in Mas- 
sachusetts days, teach me just how to 
make her crispy brown biscuit shortcake; 
how to turn it, piping hot, from the big 
baking pan onto a cherished blue willow- 
ware platter? 

With deft fingers and a sharp knife, 
she showed me how to slit the shortcake 
all the way around, midway between the 
top and bottom crusts, and gently pull 
the two tender halves apart. She warned 
me against cutting the layers apart with 
a knife, believing it made them heavy. 

I always enjoyed the buttering, which 
came next, for grandmother spread it on 
the bottom layer with a free and airy gen- 
erosity, letting it melt into the hot inte- 
rior. And before the shortcake had a 
chance to cool, she had scooped spoonful! 
after spoonful of crushed, sweetened 
strawberries over the bottom layer and 
fitted on the top layer, crumb side up, so 
that—as she explained to me—the berries 
would not roll off. The top layer she 
lavished with butter, too, then heaped it 
well with the rest of the berries.

It is delicious, but 
if you are a calorie-counter, you'd better 
not get used to it, for you'll never be 
able to resist it afterward. It is much 
too tempting. 


When it rains and we have to have 


our picnic at home, we like to serve.it 
on the porch and have corn fritters in- 
stead of rolls, made in the waffle iron 
right on the scene. They are very good 
with the baked ham.

The Spanish Frankfurters and Potato 
Salad are good and substantial food, you 
know. 

So we suggest Walnut Cookies With the 
fresh fruit at the end of the meal, for 
they are not heavy enough to make you 
feel stuffed. They are easy both to make 
and to carry along. They keep well, too, 
if they have a chance, but the odds are 
against them on this, once your family 
gets their scent. You can see how very 
little is to be done after you leave home 
with these picnic menus. 


Cream of Chicken Soup 
To four cups of chicken broth add one- 
fourth cup uncooked rice, salt and pep- 


per. Cook in a double boiler until the 


rice is soft, taking almost two hours. 
When soft add one and one-half cups 
cream or rich milk and cook until hot.

J | Why Recipes 


Don’t Always 
Give Results 


Inaccuracy in Following Di 
rections Is One of Major 
Reasons. 


By Alice Lynn Barry 


HY DO recipes go wrong when 
W some people attempt them, 

while other folks find that the 
same recipe, if followed faithfully, 
gives perfect results? 


There are good reasons for this, 
for in cooking, perhaps more than 
in anything else, things don't just 
happen. So let’s go over some of 
the possibilities that may be the an- 
swer to why recipes sometimes g0 
wrong. 

Inaccuracy is surely one of the 
cardinal reasons. If the kitchen 
doesn’t contain a set of standard 
measuring cups and spoons, then it 
is easy to see why things go wrong. 
Teaspoons, i tg and cups are 
made specifically for \table service, 
therefore they vary tremendously, 
and are obviously no good for stand- 
ard measuring. 

Of course, some people have an 
instinctive “feel” for cookery and ~ 
know just how much of anything is 
necessary. Others, while they 
haven't such an instinct, learn to 
cook by tackling simple things first 
and by the time they reach intricate 
dishes they just know what is what. 
But with most of us it is best to 
| stick to the rules of a recipe and 
‘use the prescribed measurements 
/and amounts.

| IF YOU THINK you now know 
why that cake went wrong, go to 
the store and invest in a set of 
measuring spoons and a cup. The 
newer type of aluminum or glass 
measuring cup has a lip and the 
edge of the cup extends beyond the 
one-cup measure. Thus the cup may 
be used for both dry and liquid 
measuring, as the lip doesn’t inter- 
fere with correct measuring of any 
dry ingredients, and yet it makes 
the pouring of liquids easy. 


Next take a look at the size of the 
pans you use. Are they too large 
'and are they in good condition? Be- 
cause many recipes specify a “nineo- 
inch pie” or two “eight-inch lay- 
ers,” it is wise to have pans that 
correspond to the standard amounts 
mentioned in the majority of recipes 
(get the size, of course, that suits 
the needs of your family). 


Mixing bowls should be large 
enough to permit thorough mixing, 
and egg beaters should be of fair 
size and good quality if they are to 
do their job well. A good rotary 
egg beater may cost a little more, 
but it is well worth it. 

Does your kitchen equipment in- 
clude one or more  long-handled 
spoons with shallow bowls and 
large, flat surfaces on the back? 
Such spoons make for greater ease 
and speed in mixing cakes. 


| Recipes for 
Raspberries 


HEN THE raspberry season 
W comes along we hope that you 

will make use of this most 
delectable fruit and prepare some 
of the sweets for which we give 
recipes. 

An easily-made pudding calls for 
a buttered mold or basin lined with 
slices of sponge cake or  well-but- 
tered bread, cut thin. Put in some 
sweetened, stewed raspberries, then 
a layer of cake, alternating until 
full. Cover with a plate or weight 
to press the mixture down and 
leave to cool for an hour or so. 
Turn out into a glass dish and 
serve with cream. 

For a delicious raspberry dish 
stew one pound raspberries with 
two ounces of powdered sugar until 
isoft. Mix in one ounce of corn- 
| Starch, then let the mixture cook 
|for three more minutes, Beat in 
|the yolks of two eggs, one cup. of 
|milk and stir all together over the 
‘fire until the mixture begins to 
‘thicken. Line a pie dish with short 
pastry and pour in mixture. Bake 
|for 45 minutes in a moderate oven. 
|Beat the egg whites into a stiff 
froth, add a little powdered sugar 
and spread over the top. Put back 
in oven to set. 

For raspberry foam. mold, delick 
ous with ice cream or a_ custard, 
‘stew a pound of fruit until tender 
_in three-quarters of a pint of cold 
water. Strain, sweeten to taste and 
/put in @ clean pan to boil. Add 
'two ounces cornstarch which has 
been mixed to a paste with cold 
water, also a little lemon juice and 
|coloring. Stir over heat for a min- 
\ute or so and then add the stiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs. Put 
into small or large mold and set to 
cool. 

A de luxe Bavarian cream is 
made with raspberries. Take one 
and a half tablespoons of gelatine 
and soften in quarter cup cold wae 
ter and dissolve with half cup boil- 
ing water. Add one cup sugar and 
stir until dissolved. Add one and a 
‘half cups crushed raspberries 
which have been rubbed through 
a fine sieve and one tablespoon lem- 
on juice. Let the. mixture stand 
until it begins to thicken. Then 
fold in half cup cream which has 
been whipped stiff. Serve very eolg 
with more whipped cream.

Before 1864 sportemen in York- 
shire, England, hunted fox, weasel 
otter, -etc., with a dog developed 
from a mixture of a black and tan 
terrier of the Aire Valley in En- 
giand and the keen nosed otter 
hound. At that time these dogs 
were known as the Working Wa- 
terside and Bingley terriers. 

About 1879 they became known 
as the airedale terrier, gaining pop- 
ularity in England and America, 
then Germany, where they were 
among the first breeds to be used 
for police work. 

After careful breeding the aire- 
dale developed into an attractive 
black and tan terrier, with a sweet 
disposition, probably from the 
hound blood. An excellent hunter 
for large or small game, he has 
been known to fight bears, and is 
an excellent all-purpose dog. He 
Ys quick to choose friend or enemy 
and is loyal to the core. A good 
watch dog, he loves to romp and 
play with the children—a man’s 
dog and a dog any woman may be 
proud to lead on the street.

@ WITH HIS LONG fiat skull, 
slightly narrowing toward the eyes, 
lean cheeks, powerful jaw and 
tight lips, he is the largest of the 
terrier type and if trained to at- 
tack, his size would be no draw- 
back. A small dark eye with true 
terrier expression and his strong 
level teeth adds more to the at- 
tractiveness of his head.

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DIARY of MY FIRS

UESDAY—Shanghai at last, but 
a day late, on account of the 
storm that overtook us after 


we left Kobe. 

I'll never forget my excitement 
when at 2 o’clock this afternoon we 
entered the broad mouth of the 
Whangpoo River. The first craft 
I saw there was a junk, with ribbed 
sails and large eyes painted on 
either side of the prow, so that the 
boat could see its way. Fiat fields, 
dotted here and there with peasant 
villages and curved roofed temples, 
stretched out to the horizon on 
either side of the stream. 

As we approached Shanghai great 
factories appeared on the _ river 
banks and the sky became smudged 
with smoke. They made me won- 
der what will happen to the mil- 
lions of hand-workers in China 
when the machine age finally be- 
comes entrenched. 

As soon as the ship stopped to 
await the tender dozens of little 
sampans crowded along the side. 
These are the homes of the river 
people; their cats and children were 
tethered on the tiny decks, and they 
stretched up their hands to beg for 
anything we had to offer—a penny, 
an old newspaper, a cigarette. It 
saddened me at first to see people 
struggling so desperately for exist- 
ence. Yet as I look at them I 
realized that they all seemed happy 
and in good health and that the 
babies looked as fat as little laugh- 
ing Buddhas.

VISIT to CHI 


This is the second of a series by 
Anna May Wong, beautiful and 
talented motion picture actress, tell- 
ing of her experiences upon her 
visit to the land of her forefathers.

After the dinner dance we ad- 
journed to Dr. U. Y. Yen’s house 
to play pai-gu, a game like bacca- 
rat. This went on until 5 a. m., not 
an unusual hour, I was told, for 
Shanghai parties to break up. This 
quite the gayest city I’ve ever been 
in, not excepting the more brilliant 
cities of Europe. 


To allay my disappointment in 
regard to having a foreign dinner 
on my first evening in China, Mme. 
Koo gave a Chinese luncheon—or 
tiffin, as they say—in my honor. 
Afterward she took me out to a 
great silk shop known as Laou Kai 
Fook’s. It proved to be an enor- 


a Chinese tailor. He merely hurled 
a few strings around me, rather as 
if they were lariats, and then tied a 
knot in each one to indicate the 
measurement. How, considering all 
his orders, he manages to remem- 
ber what each stands for is some- 
thing only Buddha knows. 

Chinese tailors, I’m told, can look 
at a picture in Vogue or a Paris im- 
port in a shop window and copy it 
down to the minutest detail. A pa- 
per pattern is as unnecessary for 
them as a spinning teacher for a 
silkworm.

It is played very rapid- 
ly and the loser of each round is 
penalized by having to take a 
drink. I realize that this is exactly 
contrary to what the procedure 
would be in the United States, but 
the Chinese are a very temperate 
people and to appear even slightly 
intoxicated means a loss of face. 
After a few rounds I decided that 
it was an excellent game for me 
to keep out of. 

I saw a sign that read “E. Foong 
Cockeye, Naval Tailor.” The amah 
explained that this was a legacy 
from the old clipper ship days, 
when the sailors misled various 
Chinese business men regarding 
proper English surnames. I really 
should make a collection of En- 
glish-Oriental signs. The other day 
I saw a furrier’s card, which read 
“Ladies’ skin-clothes can do, fash- 
ion or otherwise,” and someone 
told me about the sign on a charm- 
ing curio shop in Yokohama, “For- 
eigners welcome, and will be 
promptly executed.”

N 1909 there still sat an Emperor 
J on the throne of China, as can be 

seen on the Temple of Heaven is- 
sue which commemorated the first 
year of reign of Hsuan Tung. Three 
years later the Empire no longer 
existed. 

The Manchu dynasty had weak- 
ened during the last 60 years before 
its final overthrow in 1911, and was 
able to maintain itself only on ac- 
count of the support of outside na- 
tions that wanted favors and con- 
cessions. Sun Yat Sen bitterly op- 
posed the Manchu rule, and his one 
object in life was the overthrow of 
this rule and the establishment of 
China as a Republic. He saw his 
ambition fulfilled, and in 1912 was 
elected Provisional President of the 
Republic of China. It was then 
that the provisional stamps Scott’s 
Nos. to 148 appeared.

Exactly. Of “which one hears so 
much lately.” In olden days, 
public would not hear so much about 
methods of treatment until they be- 
came established. 
they get publicity, especially in cer- 
tain magazines, until patients think 
they are being cheated out of some 
great benefits, if their doctors do 
not recommend them. 

Now, the fact is that reports up 
to six months ago showed that only 
about 150 people in the whole world 
had been subjected to this treat- 
ment. And that most.of them had 
not been observed long enough to 
determine how valuable the treat- 
ment is. So it is still in the experi- 
mental stage. 

What connection can there pos- 


sibly be between curing heart dis- | 


ease and removing some gland or 
nerve ganglion seated far away 
from the heart? 

In the case of the glandular treat- 
ment, the gland involved is the thy- 
roid gland, situated in the neck; 
when this gland is enlarged the 
condition is called “goiter.” It is 
well known that the thyroid has » 
powerful effect on the action of the 
heart. When thyroid extract is 
taken into the body the rate of the 
heart is increased, the blood pres- 
sure is raised, etc. Besides this, the 
work of the entire body is in- 
creased, the body heat is raised, so 
that the heart must work harder 
to supply all parts with blood. 

——- O-0-— 

WHEN THE THYROID gland 
atrophies, on the other hand, the 
opposite kind of picture is pro- 
duced. The heart rate is slowed, 
the fires of the body are banked, 
and the heart has less to do. 

With these facts in mind it oc- 
cured to some surgeons a few years 
ago that when heart failure oc- 
curred, if the ‘work of the heart 
were reduced by removing the thy- 
roid gland, conditions might be im- 
proved. That is the basis for rec- 
ommending the removal of the thy- 
roid glands in heart failure. 

The results in some of the cases 
were very good. The reports, as 
they come from the physicians en- 
gaged in this experimental work, 
are in striking contrast to the an- 
nouncements elsewhere. “The cases 
are too recent for judgment, the 
authors hope to report on them in 
about a year.”

If pos- 
sible, test out the solvent on a piece

It is generally best to see if the 
| Stain won't yield to water. Some- 
'times it does work. [f not, then 
bleaches and solvents must be re- 
cruited for the job. Always sponge 
lightly on the wrong side of the ar- 
ticle which should be placed on an

‘be free from lint and should be 
_ thoroughly clean. Be careful to 
| wield the cloth so that no ring re- 
mains. Dry the spot after treat- 
ment as soon as possible. A brisk 
fan, a hair dryer or a good breeze 
will do this. 

When using a wet solvent or a 
bleach, apply the liquid most spar- 
ingly, using a medicine dropper or 
giass rod. Spread the part to be 
treated over a bowl about half full 
of very hot water and then apply 
the solvent. When clean, rinse well. 

Chewing gum is responsible for 
many stains. Even if one scrapes 
and scrapes there is nearly always 
a residue. Almost any solvent guar- 
anteed to remove grease should do 
the rest, or turpentine may be used. 
Iodine is another stain maker. To 
remove either, wash in suds or di- 
rect the steam from a boiling kettle 
against the stain. Add a few drops 
of ammonia to the water. 

Tar stains should be scraped 
away as much as possible before 
sponging the garment with a grease- 
removing solent. Grass stains often 
will yield to ordinary good washing 
with heavy suds. If there is any 
discoloration remaining, peroxide 
will generally clean that. Peroxide 
also will generally take care of cof- 


These methods have all been 
‘tried and tested, but if one is at all 
doubtful, about handling a fragile or 
a valuable article it is best to send 
it out for professional treatment.

Hoax is how the fake freight rebate 


racket works in a typical case: 
The wholesale dealer receives a 
carload of vegetables or fruits. 


When 
the goods are unloaded, he immediately 
claims a rebate on the ground that a part | 
of the produce has been damaged in ship- 
ping or handling. This done, he ar- 
ranges with a retail dealer to sell the 
“damaged” goods at a very low price and 
the remainder at top price. The retailer, 
being able to sell the “damaged” goods at 
the market, is sure of a good profit be- 
cause the average price he has paid has 
been under the prevailing wholesale price. 
Thus the wholesaler makes a record of 
his “damages.” In his claim against the 
railroad, he can produce the sales slip to 
show that he sold the “damaged” product 
far below the market price although he 
got the top for the remainder. Because 
the goods are perishable, claims are usual- 
ly settled on the “records.”

Since a‘railroad employe is present at the 
opening of ali cars, it would be possible for 
the railroad to check the actual damage and 
to follow the sale to the retailer. The com- 
petition, however, is so keen for long-haul, 
large lot perishable goods freight that’ the 
railroad may elect to give the wholesaler 
'what amounts to a secret rebate and thus 
get his business, by allowing false claim, from 
$50 to $100 a car. This runs into high ‘‘prof- 
its’’ on trainload lots. The claim shark law- 
yer of the wholesaler can present a formida- 
ble list of damages. The railroad, wanting 
the wholesaler’s business, may approve all or 
most of the claims. Thus the wholesaler is 
enabled to undersell his rivals, in a highly 
competitive business, and drive down the 
prices paid to the producers. To make up for 
these losses by unfair trade practices, the 
other dealers must raise prices on other com- 
modities. Thus the housewife helps pay the 
bill.

LABOR AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

The Missouri State Federation of Labor, at its re- 
cent Hannibal convention, went on record for the in- 
troduction of a bill in Congress denying the right of 
the Supreme Court to invalidate acts of Congress. 

Has the Missouri Federation considered what it 
would mean to the American system of government 
if Congress were freed from the restraint exercised 


‘by the Supreme Court? 


Has the Federation considered what it would mean 
to labor? 

Congress would be made the supreme arbiter. The 
whole American constitutional system would be brok- 
en down. The Bill of Rights, with its protection of 
civil liberties, could be trampled and destrofed. 

No one imagines that Congress would invariably 
ignore the Constitution, but who can tell what Con- 
gress in a time of stress, asserting the doctrine that 
emergency begets new Federal power, might not do? 
Who can tell what the pressure of an organized mi- 
nority, at any time, might not accomplish? Who 
can be sure that gusts of racial, religious or other 
forms of intolerance would not be translated into 
legislative action by temporary majorities in Con- 
gress? 

Under the proposal of the Missouri Federation of 


' Labor, Congress could, for example, put into effect: 


An act requiring workers to submit all indus- 
trial disputes to Federal courts, and binding 
them, under penalties, to submit to the findings 
of those courts. 

An act abolishing the right to strike. 

An act forbidding the manufacture, sale or con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor in.any part of 
the United States. 

An act forbidding persons of the ——— religious 
faith to hold public office in the United States. 

An act restricting the right of suffrage. 

An act giving the Government the right of 
censorship over the press and the radio. 

An act abolishing the right of trial by jury. 


Congress, in short, could override every constitu- 
tiona]) guaranty of civil rights. 

If it be argued that Congress can be relied upon 
to use self-restraint, that the people should have 
confidence in Congress, the reply, as Charles War- 
ren says in his book on “Congress, the Constitution 
and the Supreme Court,” may well be in the words 
of Thomas Jefferson: 


It would be a dangerous delusion if our confi- 
dence in the men of our choice should silence 
our fears for the safety of our rights. Confi- 
dence is everywhere the parent of despotism. 
Free government is founded on jealousy, not in 
confidence. It is jealousy and not confidence 
which prescribes limited constitutions to bind 
down those whom we are obliged to trust 
with power. Our Constitution has accordingly 
fixed the limit to which, and no further, our 
confidence will go. In questions of power, then, 
let no more be heard of confidence in man, but 
bind him down from mischief by the chains of 
the Constitution. 


Warren lists 10 instances, all drawn from periods 


_of comparative freedom from national excitement, in 


which Congress or one branch of Congress, since 
1867, has violated the provisions of the Bill of Rights 
and has been thwarted by the Supreme Court. To 
summarize, in part: 

Congress in 1886 tried to authorize illegal searches 
and seizures of private papers and was only estopped 
by the Supreme Court. 

Congress tried to authorize the retrial in a Fed- 
eral court of facts already settled in behalf of the 
plaintiff in a state court, and was only prevented by 
action of the Supreme Court in 1870. 

Congress attempted to take pfeperty for public 
use without due and full compensation; the Supreme 
Court restrained it in 1893. 

Congress attempted to authorize the imprisonment 
of persons at hard labor without an indictment by a 
grand jury, and was checked by the Supreme Court 
in 1890. 

Congress attempted to override the constitutional 
provision requiring the defendant in a criminal pros- 
ecution to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him, and the Supreme Court came to the rescue of 
citizens’ rights in 1899, 

Congress sought to. make a crime out of an act 


| which was not a crime when it was committed and by 
| an ex post facto law to punish a man for committing 


such an act; the Supreme Court put up the constitu- 
tional barrier in 1867. 

“It might be supposed,” Warren writes, “that Con- 
gress would have been unlikely to infringe the pro- 
hibition contained in the Constitution against bills 


of attainder, yet three times, in periods of excited 


feelings, has Congress enacted statutes ‘violative of 
this provision: once, in 1807, in connection with the 
Yazoo land frauds in Georgia: once, in 1862, during 
the Civil War, and once, in 1865, as a result of the 
Civil War. The first of these statutes was never 
tested in court; the second was threatened with a 
veto by President Lincoln and was modified by Con- 
gress itself; the third was held unconstitutiona] by 
the court.

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PLAN TO DOUBLE THE WEALTH. 

The Post-Dispatch has received a letter from Gi- 
ralda Forbes of Boston, proposing a plan for dou- 
bling the wealth of the country. The letter, ob- 
viously written in all sincerity, points out that prices 
in England are measured in shillings, whereas prices 
here are measured in dollars. “Our dollar,” she says, 
“is too big and expensive.” If we had a lower stand- 
ard, she infers, prices would—by that token—be 
lower. 

So the thing to do, according to Miss Forbes, is for 
every person who has a dollar to take a scissors 
and cut it in two, Congress to proclaim that each 
half-dollar so produced will be recognized as one dol- 
lar. “In this way, every time we pay a dollar for 
a dollar-marked article, we shall still have a dollar 
left.” Great benefits will flow from this simple de- 
vice, in Miss Forbes’ opinion. Says she: 


Workers in factories will double their wages, 
while the capitalist will not pay out more than 
he is doing now—the capitalist consenting, of 
course, out of charity to the poor, to pay in whole 
notes, instead of half. Government will receive 
the full figure in taxes, but the payer will pay 
only half what he is paying now. ... (The plan) 
will cost nothing but a pair of scissors and a 
bill (law) making one dollar into two. 


We may all smile indulgently upon this scheme 
for increasing the wealth, yet is there any funda- 
mental difference between it and numerous other 
proposals urging money-tinkering as a cure for the 
depression? Various persons high in public life be- 
lieve that the thing to do is to start the Government 
printing presses and flood the country with the cur- 
rency thus produced. Numerous demagogues with 
large followings are making the same proposal. To 
confuse money—the symbol of wealth—with wealth 
itself is an increasingly popular delusion. 

Miss Forbes and her scissors help a lot in clarify- 
ing the inflation issue. 
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BIG BILL AGAIN. 

Big Bill Thompson—in case you have forgotten, the 
political mountebank who campaigned for Mayor of 
Chicago with a parade of circus animals and threats 
to punch the King of England on the snoot—is cir- 
culating eards urging himself to run as an inde- 
pendent candidate for Governor of Illinois.

With major parties virtually agreeing on general principles, writer says, major issue in 
November will be matter of “emphasis in administration of a paternalistic govern- 
ment”; if Roosevelt loses, he thinks, successor will not scrap but only modify his 
program; views merits and shortcomings of the two political schools of thought.

Norris-insurgent Republican, who happens 
to be an Eastern aristocrat and carries the 
banner of the Democratic party; the other 
will be a conservative Republican, or, if you 
prefer, an Old Guard Republican, who, un- 
less something slips, will be a plain man 
from the Middle West with something of the 
coloration of local progressivism. 

Both will believe in property. Both will 
believe in government, plenty of government 
and strongly centralized. The essential dif- 
ference between them will be in their con- 
ception of the uses of government for the 
benefit of a property-loving society. 

Mr. Roosevelt will head the forces which 
would subdue and harness the big fellow 
for the good of the little fellow, and pay 
very little attention to arguments that when 
you slow down the big fellow, you slow down 
a multitude of little fellows who live their 
lives in his wake. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s opponent, perhaps, Mr. 
Landon, perhaps a bigger or a lesser Lan- 
don by another name, will head the forces 
which would release the big fellow as far 
as possible, and pay very little attention to 
arguments that the good things, in sifting 
down from the level of the few big fellows 
to the level of the many little fellows, often 
are obstructed or diverted. 

That is the fight. Reduced to the simplest 
terms, you have the spirit of George Norris 
on one side and the spirit of Herbert Hoover 
on the other. It means that the question to 
be settled next November is one of empha- 
sis in administration of a paternalistic gov- 
ernment and is not of revolution, as excited 
gentlemen on both sides like to convince 
themselves is the case.

Mr. Roosevelt has bowed to the Supreme 
Court in the AAA decision, as in the NRA, 
and no longer attempts direct control over 
agriculture from Washington, but he con- 
tinues the bounties to the farmers. Do the 
Old Guard Republicans propose to uproot 
the whole bounty system? Not at all. They, 
too, are in favor of bounties. But the Old 
Guard Republicans insist there are grave 
abuses in the Roosevelt bounties and there- 
fore vast remediable waste. A matter of 
adminstration in paternalistic government. 

Mr. Roosevelt pours out billions for re- 
lief. Do the Old Guard Republicans pro- 
pose to halt relief? Not at all. They con- 
tent themselves with charges of top-heavy 
administration, permeated by partisan poli- 
tics, and with demands for elimination of 
waste.

So it goes all down the line. The fact is 
that if one wishes to discover some matter 
on which there is likely to be a reasonably 
clear-cut division over what might be de- 
scribed as principle, one must turn to the 
State Department, where Cordell Hull, a 
traditional Democratic liberal, hammers 
away at reduction of trade barriers.

Hull has achieved some successes, probably

They will be able to see the danger that 
Mr. Roosevelt’s vast expenditures may lead 
to the cracking of the Government’s credit 
and to inflation, and they will know that 
nothing in the Norris emphasis could com- 
pensate the little fellow for the destruction, 
in part or in whole, of his life insurance pol- 
icy and his savings deposit, They can ask 
whether the serenity of the big fellows, re- 
stored by election of an Old Guard candi- 
date, would not be a safeguard against dan- 
ger of a collapse of the Government’s credit. 

They will be able to see that continuance 
in office of a spending President may furth- 
er encourage the log-rolling spending blocs 
in Congress, even though general legislation 
may tend to move back into conventional 
patterns. They can ask whether further 
big spending will not lead, in efforts to 
protect an endangered public credit, to des- 
perate additions to already onerous taxation. 

They will be able to see that pitiful army 
of the unemployed, 10,000,000 or 12,000,000 
strong. They can ask whether that army 
might not be largely restored to jobs, for a 
few years, anyway, if big business were re- 
assured and the heavy industries were set 
going in substantial measure. 

They will be able to see that if the heavy 
industries were set going, the balancing of 
the budget would become an easier task, 
and the Government’s credit would be a 
rock.

But equally, these reasonable men and 
women will be able to see that not a single 
idea has been developed by the old crowd, 
political and business, that rode high in 
power while the people were being led to the 
economic slaughter of 1929. They may ask 
whether the force of organic economic re- 
covery and the force of a more stable and 
critical public opinion, acting simultane- 
ously, will not remove the worst dangers in 
the administration; and whether they must 
chance, in the election of an Old Guard Re- 
publican, the emasculation of measures de- 
vised by Mr. Roosevelt’s administration for 
the suppression of the financia] anarchy and 
brigandage that were rife—not to mention 
the destruction of Mr. Hull’s labors. 

It is, indeed, not an easy choice for rea- 
sonable men and women—this choice in a 
paternalistic government between the little- 
fellow emphasis, with its dangers to the Gov- 
ernment’s credit, and the big-fellow empha- 
sis, with its dangers of blind reaction and 
of the arrogant and calamitous stupidities 
that preceded 1929. But, as things are at 
this writing, that’s the choice to be made. 


Problem of the Machine

NE of the more ingenious suggestions 

for putting the unemployed back to work 
is that of Representative Sumners of Texas, 
who has introduced a bill to prohibit the 1» 
suance of patents on labor-saving machinery 
until the present unemployed have been ab 
sorbed. 

While the idea on which the bill is based is 
older than the depression—indeed, it goes 
back to the social disturbances that marked 
the beginning of the Industrial Revolution 
in England—technological unemployment is 
forever being newly discovered and remedies 
for it advanced. 

The orthodox answer to the threat of la- 
bor-saving machinery is that it is, at worst, 
only temporary, and that it results eventual- 
ly in a greater demand for labor. Manches 
ter today employs more spinners than it 
did before the Industrial Revolution. At 
the very bottom of the depression, more men 
were working in the automobile factories in 
Detroit than were employed in the automo 
bile industry before labor-saving machinery 
was introduced. 

Moreover, the demand for steel 
new machinery has created an 
number of new jobs. Labor-saving machin- 
ery enables the product to be sold at a far 
lower cost than would be the case were hand 
labor alone used. A lower cost means greater 
demand and eventually a larger net employ- 
ment. Such, at least, is the orthodox argu 
ment, and if the “eventually” is stressed, its 
truth has been universally demonstrated 

But the argument is small comfort to thé 
worker who has been supplanted by a !abor™ 
saving machine. To know that a decade or 
so hence there will probably be more jobs 
than there are now, thanks to the labor-s¢ 
ing devices, doesn’t help him find a living ‘- 
day. What he wants is a job, and he can 
wait a decade or two for it to come. So he 
hits at the machine that displaced him, just 
as the spinners of Manchester wrecked the 
first power looms. 

The answer is not to destroy the machine, 
but to provide adequately for its victims, 
recognizing that the fault is not theirs, and 
that it is only temporarily the machines.

Taxation is becoming an increas- 
ingly heavy burden on Frenchmen, 
especially since industry and com- 
merce is declining. The French 
Treasury is empty. It lives from 
hand to mouth and operates on a 
monthly basis. Before the end of 
1936 the Government will have to 
borrow more than a billion dollars. 
Heretofore British banks have been 
accommodating, since the French 
people themselves have ceased buy- 
ing rentes—Government bonds. The 
public debt is already in excess of 
333,000,000,000 francs (about $31,- 
600,000,000). Defensive armaments 
expenditures are mounting. With 
one million idle workers the Gov- 
ernment must spend lavishly. The 
Common Front also is pledged to 
restore wage cuts imposed by the 
preceding cabinets in an effort io 
bring about deflation. Blum, says 
officially that he opposes inflation 
or departure from the gold stand- 
ard and what, if anything, he has 
up his sleeve that can accomplish 
anything in the way of financial 
reform is eagerly awaited.

France—whether Fascist, Royalist 
or Communist—is united for nation- 
al defense.

They are saying little 
about disarmament, yet Blum will 
almost immediately propose spectac- 
ular limitation and _ reduction of 
armies, navies and air forces: The 
Franco-Russian alliance is heartily 
approved by all sides and there will 
be no weakening of the bonds be- 
tween France and/her Mid-Euro- 
pean allies, the Little Entente. 

The most interesting development 
in French policy, so far as the Unit- 
ed States is concerned, will apply 
to the war debt. Blum is absolute- 
ly free to make an about-face. Many 
Frenchmen believe their Govern- 
ment made its worst diplomatic mis- 
take since 1914 in repudiating the 
American debt. They blame En- 
gland for this. 

In respect to Franco-Italian pol- 
icy the French people are not pro- 
{talian—they wish to retain Italy’s 
friendship as an additional guaran- 
tee against German aggression. In 
the final analysis of the continuing 
Mediterranean problem, the French 
have as much-—-if not more—at 
stake in the Mediterranean as have 
the British, and if trouble arises 
between Lofidon and Rome, there is 
no question as to where the Com- 
mon Front will stand. 

All in all, the new French Gov- 
ernment has an exceedingly hard 
role to play, both at home _ and 
abroad, and upon the frail shoulders 
of the aging Leon Blum, who has 
waited 15 years for his job, rest 
heavy responsibilities.

Persons Meeting 
Requirements Said to Be 
Sure of Appointment. 


pointment as a flying cadet in the

Ralph O. Brownfield of the air 
corps, stationed at Scott Field, near 
Belleville. Persons meeting the en- 
trance requirements this year may 
expect to receive an appointment 
due to the large number of vacan- 
cies, he said. 

Candidates for appoinment must

lacking the necessary educational 


history, English, geography, higher 
algebra, geometry, trigonometry 
and physics. In addition all can- 
didates are required to pass physi- 
cal examinations. 

After appointment, the cadet re- 
ceives an intensive one-year course 
in ground instruction and 
under Army 
dolph Field, Tex. A salary of $75 
a month, with a food allowance of 
$1 a day, is paid during the train- 
ing period. Uniforms, equipment 
and living quarters are provided 
without cost. 

Folowing the completion of the 
year’s course and graduation from 
the advanced flying school, the 
cadet is appointed a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Air Reserves and is 
assigned to active duty with an Air 
Corps tactical squadron for a pe- 
riod of three to five years. On com- 
pletion of three years of active duty 
the cadet is promoted to a First 
Lieutenant and serves the two re- 
maining years at that rank. 

During those years the cadet re- 
ceives the same pay and _  allow- 
ances as air corps officers of simi- 
lar rank in the regular army; and 
a bonus of $500 is paid on discharge 
from service after a minimum of 
three years active duty. Capt.

It might.seem that the first five 
years of a new regime ushered in 
by the most specta: ular revolution- 
ary incidents—the flight of a reign- 
ing monarch—would have traced on 
the “art of politics an almost level 
graph of high temperature, or one 
of but slow and regular descent. 
This ‘has not been the ccse in 

Spain. The past two years of ap- 
parent stagnation have been used 
by the parties of the Right for the 
| satisfaction of old animosities and 
| desires. 

For example, in some districts 
where the’ agricultural iaborers’ 
| wage had been fixed at five pesetas 
a day the employers have been pay- 
ing only one peseta. The ~ ‘ice of 
this lightheaded selfishness is now 
evident. Not only has the swing 
of the pendulum put the Left 
parties in power; the whole coun- 
try is in suspense. It is a time of 
waiting. For what? None can 
say. But all are agreed that it is 
for something more important than 
the revolution of 1931. 


First Flush of Liberty. 


Let us retrace what happened 
then. A discredited ruler disap- 
peared. His place was taken by 
enthusiasts captivated by a foreign 
-example. The bookshops of the 
Gran Via were crowded with trans- 
‘lations from the Russian and 
pedagogic missions carried to the 
remotest villages of the Sierra 
copies of Goya and Velazquez, discs 
of Beethoven and Stravinsky, and a 
bulletin illustrated by photographs 
of the Russian melodrama. Rights 
and liberties were freely dispensed 
as from brother to brother. 


But the analogy with Russia 
which suggests itself to all who 
read Aksakov or Turgeniev in the 
surroundings of a Spanish village 
created a false and dangerous 
confidence, and the first failure 
was followed by a disabling disap- 
pointment. This same anemia has 
now overtaken the opposite cause, 
that of the Monarchist party. For 
this party already has an air of 
antiquarian eccentricity, carried 
with a grace born of longer ex- 
perience by its elder, traditionalist 
branch, with petulance by the 
younger, Renovacion Espanola, 
whose leader, the direct repre- 
sentative of Don Alfonso, pro- 
fesses among his aims the recon- 
quest of Gibraltar. 

The Harvest of Oppression.

THE AMERICAN LANGUAGE. By H. L 

Mencken. (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 
F vue a vigorous and often ob- 

streperous offspring, American, 
has arisen to challenge the parent's 
supremacy. H. L. Mencken, who 
has been writing away at this book 
since 1910 (its first edition ap- 
peared in 1919), has had much to 
say about the warfare between the 
King’s English and the President’s 
English. 

Throughout the first three edi- 
tions of his monumental work, he 
reported a drawn battle, with no 
decisive outcome in sight save per- 
haps a heightening of differences as 
each camp increased the supply of 
verbal ammunition peculiar to it- 
self. Now, however, in his fourth 
edition, he foresees the Briton yield- 
‘ing to linguistic importations to 
such an extent that “what he speaks 
‘promises to become, on some not 
too remote tomorrow, a kind of dia- 
lect of American, just as the lan- 
guage spoken by the American was 
once a dialect of English.” 

For each step of the way to that 
striking conclusion, Mencken offers 
abundant proof, in extracts from 
the two countries’ daily speech and 
from the opinions of scholars. He 
begins far back when the _ two 
streams began to diverge, when En- 
glish-speaking colonists settled in a 
new land and found new _ objects 
that demanded additions to the cur- 
rent vocabularies. The pioneer life 
was prolific of word coinages, of 
Slang inventions that began as bar- 
barisms and became respectable in 
the dictionary, of expressions bor- 
rowed from the Indians and the 
settlers who spoke foreign lan- 
|guages. This process was, of course, 
'frowned upon by the scholarly guar- 
'dians of the King’s English and by 
‘the group at home that Mencken 


dubs the “schoolmarms.” 
| . * * 


NGLISH is the mother tongue, 


Thus there came to be virtually 
two different languages—different 
in spelling, pronunciation, syntax, 
‘idioms, in the very words them- 
‘selves. Mark Twain was not jesting 
when he wrote, in 1880: “When I 
‘speak my native tongue in its ut- 
most purity, an Englishman can't 
understand me at all.” But now, 
Mencken finds, Britons are using 
more and more of our expressions. 
His list of words showing the varia- 
tions between the two vocabularies, 
such as cracker and biscuit, is 
shorter in this edition than in pre- 
vious ones, and his list of American- 
isms adopted in England is corre- 
spondingly longer, including graft, 
drug- 


’ 


caucus, dope, mass-meeting, 
store, etc. 

This is partly because Britons are 
exposed to American talkies, radio, 
novels and plays, but more, in 
| Mencken's view, because the Ameri- 
‘ean speech, by its energy, inde- 
pendence and the sheer force of its 
users’ numbers, has become domi- 
‘nant in the language. In a later 
chapter, in fact, he reaches the con-

!clusion that English will ultimately 
become virtually the world’s “uni- 
versal” language, and in the form 
used by Americans. 

Forces similar to those acting 
upon the British vocabulary are at 
work within the American language 
itself. Mencken enters a field little 
explored when he sets out to ana- 
lyze the speech of the man in the 
street, user of “the American vul- 
gate.” Despite the adjurations of 
the schoolmarms, this uninhibited 
citizen says: “It’s me,” dispenses 
with “whom,” drops the adverbial 
ending in such expressions as “drive 
slow,” and commits far worse of- 
fenses against the purists. 
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Here again, the leveling processes 
of democracy come into play, and 
Mencken can visualize the day when 
these- terms and others like them 
will be admitted to good standing. 
Change is, to Mencken, a healthy 
sign, for: “The notion that anything 
is gained by fixing a language in a 
groove is cherished only by pedants.” 

It has been possible to touch on 
but a few of the chapters in this 
fascinating volume. Though tech- 
nically only a new edition, it is to 
all intents and purposes a new book. 
Comparison with earlier editions 


shows that the indefatigable Menck- | 


en has cut out huge chunks of his 
previous material, added _ great 
masses of new matter and rewritten 
virtually all the remainder. His own 
researches, plus the information 
supplied by many correspondents, 
have supplied a wealth of new ma- 
terial, so that the present edition 
runs to 800 pages, containing 325,000 
words of text, resulting in a tome of 
such weight and size that the read- 
er, finding it cumbersome to hold, 
would be grateful for a two-volume 
format in future editions, 

The whole is written in the zest- 
ful, salty style that Mencken has 
created out of the tools supplied to 
his hand by the language that, as 
Walt Whitman said, has “limber, 
lasting, fierce words; strong, cutting, 
beautiful, rude words.” Mencken 
uses these words with superlative 
skill, so that there is never a dull 
page in his lengthy treatise, nor an 
opportunity overlooked to jab at the 
pomposities of purists.

“The American Language” is, in 
fact, Mencken’s monument. His po- 
litical pieces, though spirited and 
brilliant, speedily become so much 
wrapping paper. There is greater 
longevity in his literary and phil- 
osophical criticisms, but a genera- 
tion hence they will attract only 
the curious researcher. The present 
volume, however, is a true work of 
scholarship, so written that it will 
fascinate anyone literate in either 
the American language or the “En- 
glish dialect.” It will have lasting 
value, too, long after linguistic evo- 
lution has given both its slang 
terms and its staider parts of speech 
a mellow flavor of the archaic.

Young Poet 
Makes Debut

T is highly probable that the ap- 
| pearance of this first volume of 

verse by a poet not yet 21 years 
old may mark the beginning of a 
notable career. In fact little seems 
lacking for certainty but the as- 
surance of sufficient time for the 
author s development. That he has 
the indefinable but unmistakable 
gift called genius should be obvious 
to those who know, and therefore 
love, poetry. Furthermore, the stage 
seems properly set for his entrance, 
and a warm welcome is practically 
assured. 

Lionel Wiggam is now a student 
in the School of Speech at North- 
western University, where he is 
paying his way largely with odd 
jobs. In addition to his apparently 
remarkable progress as a student, 
he seems already to have done a 
great deal of living. His father 
was a pugilist, and is said to have 
been a welterweight champion. For 
some years he owned a side-show 
in a carnival, and the family ac- 
companied him about the country, 
the boy “picking up education” as 
best he might. Evidently young 
Lionel did some industrious “pick- 
ing,” for at the age of 15 he was 
able to enter Northwestern Univer- 
sity. But he left soon after. 

For -three more years he wan- 
dered, doing various kinds of work, 
playing with a stock company 
working with a road-construction 
gang, hanging wall paper, etc. Fi- 
nally a job as janitor made it pos- 
sible for him to attend night school. 
Undoubtedly his creative dream ac- 
companied him on his wanderings; 
and, judging by his finished tech- 
nique, he may well have been writ- 
ing verse since boyhood. 

Clearly there is no lily-fingered 


moon-gazer back of this book! 
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Many of the poems here collected 
have appeared in the better maga- 
zines within the past two years. If 
it cannot be said that any of the 
lyrics stands out as a little mas- 
terpiece, all of them reveal rare 
sensitiveness and intuition, together 
with emotion powerfully felt but al- 
ways singularly restrained. And al- 
most anywhere in the book are to 
be found such original and reveal- 
ing turns of phrase as no mere 
verse-smith makes by trying. 

If it were to be remarked that 
the indubitable beauty of the poems 
is over-shadowed witha mood as of 
despair, what more need be meant 
than that the poet is young? One 
critic has remarked with approval 
that Lionel Wiggam’s verse “goes 
back to simple realities and carries 
no ‘message’ other than that of a 
responsive poetic nature.” Truly, 
that is enough for the moment.

DAVE COOK OF THE ROCKIES. By Wil- 
liam Ross Collier and Edwin Victor West- 
rate.

ACK in the days when Colorado 
was not so young but plenty 
tough, Dave Cook went after 
bad men with steel in his eyes, in- 
telligence and imagination in his 
head and ice water in his veins.

Dave Cook’s specialty was bring- 
ing men to justice within 24 hours 
after a crime had been committed.

about their government at all, 
fall in three classes — those 
who believe we have democracy, 
those who believe democracy is a 
failure and can’t work, and those 
who hope that democracy may yet 
work out to its theoretical objec- 
tives. As a matter of fact, the 
Founding Fathers did not intena to 
establish a democracy in any ulti- 
mate sense. As propertied men, 
they regarded possession as the 
first of human rights, and they pro- 
tected property in their Constitu- 
tion. As a concession to uproar 
over their code, and in order to 
win its acceptance, they promised 
to add to it the Bill of Rights as 
a postscriptum to safeguard the 
intangibles of human integrity. Ever 
since, and especially today, there 
has been clamor about democracy 
and human rights and property 
rights. The trouble arises chiefly 
from the fact that the world has 
moved faster economically than it 
has politically, 
ee 

Whether, at this pace and at this 
stage, political democrats can 
maintain themselves as economic 
democrats, has not yet been demon- 
strated. The Roosevelt New Deal 
thought it had an answer, but the 
Supreme Court said no; Soviet Rus- 
sia is working along another line; 
and Hitler in Germany and Mus- 
solini in Italy are exploring, the 
possibilities of dictatorship on still 
different bases. Never before has 
the world so seemed a laboratory of 
political science. 

Prof. Gaetano Salvemini, histo- 
rian, sometime of the University 
of Florence, and now a lecturer at 
Harvard, addresses himself to Mus- 
solini and his corporate state. He 
is anti-Fascist, but he postulates 
no theories by which, they being 
his own, he can wind up with a pre- 
conceived Q. E. D. He parallels 
the claims for Fascism with its re- 
sults; if Fascism is not doing what 
its official spokesmen say it is do- 
ing, then perforce it is a mon- 
strous fraud. The conclusion gains 
force from fhe method used to 
reach it. f 

Salvemini starts at the  begin- 
ning. He first exposes the Fascist 
propaganda that Italy was torn 
with anarchy and Communism (as 
if the two were one!) and bank- 
ruptcy; and shows—proves, as far 
as this reviewer is concerned—that 
Mussolini has created conditions 
much more dangerous. 
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Mussolini has smashed democra- 
cy in Italy. He has drawn the la- 
bor unions into Fascist syndicates 
by force and violence, imposed his 
officers on them and sold them out 
to the employers. He has wrought 
“social peace.” There are no 
strikes in Italy. But wages have 
been cut and cut and cut. Real 
wages are lower than they ever 
were before the advent of the 
Blackshirt. Employe-employer re- 
lations are a self-communion of 
Mussolini with Mussolini. The de- 
cisions are for the employer, and 
the employes acquiesce. The cor- 
porative state is a camouflage for 
this procedure. It was announced 
as a fact years before it existed, 
and when the corporations were fi- 
nally set up they did not function 
and never have functioned. Thus 
Salvemini.

He learned all this in the two

it in complete helplessness. Not 
utterly futile, either, if we take into 
account that it accomplished the 
education of Private Bertin, filling 
his soul with passion against organ- 
ized cruelty. 

Education is not at all times an 
enlivening affair. It may at times 
become dull. Even the education 
of Private Bertin before Verdun is 
not at all times enlivening, and it 
is sometimes dull. It involves a 
great deal of foggy introspection. 
Author Zweig does not withhold 
from Private Bertin the privilege 
of considering weightily, and at 
great length, the implications of his 
experiences. It may help Private 
Bertin to clarify his convictions, but 
it blurs the scene for the rest of 
us. There are times when it is dif- 
ficult to tarry with the man in his 
labored gropings. 

“Education Before Verdun” has 
its place in the authors’ tetralogy 
that is to be called “The Great 
War of the White Peoples,” but it 
lacks the drama that flamed in 
“The Case of Sergeant Grischa.”

THOMAS DE QUINCEY, « Biegrephy. By

O PRAISE, for its reticence a 
T diceraphy of over 600 pages, 

may seem ironic; and yet this 
quality of Prof. Eaton's study of 
De Quincey’s life is as notable as 
his scholarly care of facts. Even 
the casual reader of the “Confes 
sions of an English Opium Eater* 
or the cursory student of literary 
history knows how easy it would be 
for a biographer, falling into the 
jargon of pseudo-psychology, to dub 
De Quincey a schizophrenic, with 
laudanum, loneliness and a child. 
loving temperament the symptoms 
of disease. Prof. Eaton wisely 
avoids this tendency, stays close by 
the record, and concedes that, after 
thorough examination, De Quin. 
cey’s personality is still elusive. 
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Elusive it was. A _ precovious 
child, small in stature and sensitive, 
De Quincey studied avidly, and by 
the age of 13 read Greek with ease. 
At 16, he taught Greek to Lady 
Carbery, and, in all innocence. dis 
cussed philosophy with her, though 
she was 10 years older than he A 
year later, he left high school te 
tramp idly through Wales and to be 
mothered by street-walkers in Lon- 
don, At Oxford, he lived secluded, 
discovered the nirvana of opium, 
and was too irresolute to take his 
final exam for a degree. When he 
met Wordsworth first, he trembled, 
so great was his admiration for the 
poet. He was made welcome at 
Dove Cottage, and the Wordsworth 
children came to know and love 
him. Yet the Wordsworths he of- 
fended, by giving Margaret Simp- 
son a son before he married her, 
and Margaret was a dales’ lass, 
known to his friends. 

It is with this story of De Quincey's 
life that Prof. Eaton is concerned, 
and not with the works: the pa- 
|thetic story of a man, unfit by na- 
|ture to cope with affairs, and made 
more irresolute still by his addic 
tion to opium. Out of sheer inabil- 
ity to make up his mind, De Quincey 
found himself in debt and despair 
often, and what he wrote is only a 
fraction of what he planned and 
could have written. He remained 
a child, the child who asked Prof, 
Nichol, on a first meeting, “Dy 
'Nichol, can you lend me two-pence”” 
‘and who danced about the garde 
with his baby granddaughter on 
his arm. Yet a “great intellect” 
went with his “childish folly,” as his 
daughter Emily once wrote; and 
literary reminiscence has lost «a 
| great deal because no account was 
| kept of the elaborate talk with 
'which De Quincey charmed Cole 
| Tidge and the Wordsworths, Profes 
| sors Wilson, Nichol and their 
| friends of Edinburgh. 
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Into the record, too, Prof. Eatoa 
writes enough of criticism to make 
his reader anxious for the “separate 
volume” on De Quincey’s mind and 
art that the preface suggests. The 
judgments are remarkably sane, 
This fragment on the dream-essays 
consoles those of us who find our 
interest in the “Confessions” and 
the “Suspiria” waning: “It is all 
magnificent—and yet, in an age 
which tends to be critical of roman- 
tic exuberance, one is tempted to 
accept the lavishness of rhetorie 
with certain hesitations. Is it not, 
with all its splendor, somewhat over- 
done?” However deeply we fall un- 
der the spell of the impassioned 
prose of the dream-fugues, we snap 
out of it to ask Prof, Eaton’s ques 
tion. Perhaps, with this able bioge 
raphy behind him, he will answer #8 
for us.

WHEN JAPAN GOES TO WAR. 
Toanin and £. Yohon. 
Press, New York.) 


UTHORS TANIN and Yohan, 
expert anatomists, after a de- 
tailed study of the industrial 
and financial sinews of Japan, 
gravely announce that the Empire 
of the Rising Sun can wage a ma- 
jor war for little more than one 
year. Beyond that point, they as- 
sert, the strain will become unen- 
durable unless victory appears cer- 
tain. To them, Japan’s imperialis- 
tic army is “a mailed fist able to 
strike a smashing blow, but backed 
by weak-muscled economic driving 
power.” It lacks the staying quality 
that sustained Germany in the field 
for four years. 

They find Japan planning, just as 
Germany planned, for a sudden 
crushing assault. Despite all Ja- 
pan’s preparations, the authors’ fig- 
ures show, the economic capacity 
of the nation will not supply re- 
quirements for its mass army. The 
heavy industries are insufficiently 
developed, there are inadequate raw 
materials and fuel bases, large 
shortage of iron ore, meager home 
resources of non-ferrous metais— 
even of copper—complete lack of 
cotton and wool.

These serious shortages of raw 
materials and fuel make the coun- 
try dependent on imports, and this 
in turn calls for heavy payments in 
gold. Undoubtedly, as the authors 
contend, if Japan enters single- 
handed into war against such an 
economically and politically strong 
and technically well-armed enemy 
as the U. S. S. R., it will find all 
probable investors cautious about 
betting on Japan. To overcome 
this, they say, Japan will hope for 
the entry of England or Germany 
on her side, as foes of Commun- 
ism. 

Many military authorities have 
said since the last great catastrophe 
that the real enemies of the future 
warring nations will not be the op- 
ponents in the field but those at 
home whose hearts are not with 
graybeard warmakers. Tanin and 
Yohan count heavily on this, indi- 
cating in several places that they 
expect revolution in Tokio to shat- 
ter the class basis of Japanese im- 
perialism. They present a convinc- 
ing argument to the effect that the 
toiling masses of Japan (where the 
income per head of population was 
but 7 per cent of that of the United 
States in 1934) will arise unless vic- 
tory is sudden and overwhelming 
for Nippon. R. R.

poet of Augustan Rome wrote 

his own epitaph in a prophetic 
lyric of great beauty. “Exegi mon- 
umentum aere perennius,” it began 
—T have builded a monument more 
enduring than brass.” Not rain 
and tempest nor “the innumerable 
series of the years and the flight 
of time” would have power to de- 
stroy. “Non omnis moriar,” sang 
Horace—“I shall not wholly die.” 

Last December the two-thous- 
andth anniversary of the birth of 
Horace was observed throughout 
the Western World. Many books 
were published in tribute to his 
genius, but none can have been 
more truly a labor of love than that 
which is noted here, 

For nearly 30 years, John B. 
Quinn, a well-known educator of 
St. Louis, has worked on this ad- 
mirably faithful verse translation 
of his favorite poet’s works. Were 
it only faithful it would be worthy 
of note as a scholarly work, for 
Mr. Quinn’s knowledge of his sub- 
ject is surprisingly comprehensive, 
as anyone who has ever cared for 
the Latin poets would readily grant 
after an hour’s session with him. 
But in addition to its faithfulness 
the text is delightfully readable, 
and those not acquainted with the 
Latin language will hardly find a 
better approach to Horace.

Naturally the book cannot have 
popular appeal, but at least one 
point of general interest may be 
noted here. It concerns one of the 
most widely known passages in the 
poetry of the world, although most 
who quote an expression therefrom 
are probably not aware of its ori- 
gin. Nearly everyone must have 
heard how “Homer nods,” and the 
common acceptance of the expres- 
sion is not complimentary to the 
bard. 

The lines in question occur in 
Horace’s “Art of Poetry,” and Mr. 
Quinn, with wholly convincing rea- 
sons, has rendered them in a new 
way. He points out how the error 
in rendering was made in 1578 by 
the scholar Cruquis who translated 
a certain word in its sense as a 
conjunction, whereas the poet had 
used it in its adverbial sense. Fur- 


ther, he shows how the early ver- 
sion, which lacked punctuation, 
was punctuated by Cruquis in 
keeping with the mistranslation of 
the word in question. All editions 
‘since Cruquis have repeated his 
| error. 

| The restored reading of the lines 
| leaves Homer above reproach, re- 
| marking that while the blind bard 
/sometimes nods, it is quite proper 
to do so in a long work. Appar- 
ently Horace was only saying that 
there can be no peaks without val- 
leys, or, to change the figure, that 
to maintain a high note throughout 
'a prolonged singing would be to

Job for Technicians, Art

HOLLYWOOD. 

LONG time ago there was a headline dancer 

in vaudeville named, for vaudeville purposes, 

Papinta. She used to do, in between acts 

of the stock melodramas at Pope's Theater 

at Ninth and Olive streets, a dance in a 

flimsy dress made up of a hundred yards or 

so of white silk. She really didn’t dance very 

much with her feet, but hopped around a 

bit on a six-foot pane of heavy glass cut into 

the stage floor. From somewhere underneath, 

lights of various colors were shot up on Papinta and the trick 

was to manipulate the flowing dress to give the effect of flames, 

a rainbow, sea waves and, for the finale, a gorgeous lily. It was 

quite a sensation in its day. Lottie Collins of ‘“Ta-Ra-Boom-De-Ay” 

- fame, had done the same thing, first in London and later at the 

old Kolster and Biel’s Music Hall in New York, but Papinta was 
the first to take the novelty on the road. 

That dance, the first the stage had known of something dif- 
ferent in the way of artificial color effects, was the forerunner, 
the grandmother, after a fashion, of “The Cape Dance,” which 
Jock Whitney, with his. millions and his Technicolor patents, has 
turned out in the new all-color picture called “The Dancing Pirate,” 
now reaching the movie customers in big cities like St. Louis. 
It is more gorgeous and expensive than Lottie or Papinta ever 
dreamed of and it contains much more footwork than either of 
these ladies depended upon. After a short opening sequence the 
scenes of “The Dancing Pirate” are laid in the early California 
of Mexican days. Everything is Spanish and so the “Cape Dance” 
is Spanish also. Unlike the efforts of the Misses Collins and Papinta, 
this modern version is not a solo affair. There are two dancers, a 
man and a woman, manipulating their flowing accessories with 40 
boys and girls going through, more or' less, the same gyrations with 
40 more or less equally gorgeous capes. 


alee IS Oe Tie HERE are no tricks this time. No sheets of plate glass, no 
Pee a changing lights. The color is all real, with the capes a brilliant 
eee sored on one side and silver gray on the other,.and the Technicolor 
ee eee camera has caught their dazzling flashes to perfection. Unfortunately 
Mr. Whitney and his technical assistants put all of their energies 
into reproducing, on the screen, about all the color there is and 
allewed the story to slip away a few times. But they wanted to do 
something gorgeous and in that they succeeded in a tremendous 
way. Nothing like “The Cape Dance” has ever been seen in the 
cinema palaces before. 

The dancers are Steffi Duna, a Hungarian dancing actress 
who has danced in all the capitals of Europe before Hollywood, 
as is its custom, called her, and her partner is Charles Collins, who 
is making his screen bow in this picture. Young Mr. Collins can 
dance. Everybody connected with the Stone family just has to dance 
and any one who wants to marry one of the three fast-stepping 
daughters first has to go, on his toes, to Papa Fred Stone. Fred 
doesn't ask them what their prospects are. “Let's see you do the 
boom-de-shay"—a long forgotten step—he demands. Then, “How 
about ‘falling off the log?’ If they don’t know ‘em but look prom: 
ising otherwise, Fred shows the suitors what they are and then has 
them follow—at 63 Fred Stone can still tie Bill Robinson up in 
knots. Since Charlie Collins married Dorothy Stone it may be pre- 
sumed that he passed the examination with flying colors. Paula and 
Carol Stone are unmarried. Two chances for young men who can 
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JAPINTA was no beauty as Hollywood and the movie customers 

‘know beauty these days. And neither is Steffi Duna. Steffi, an 
actress of great ability, is “typed’ by her appearance, so far'as the 
movie fans are concerned, to exotic roles: Spanish girls, African 
charmere—as she is in the coming picture, “Anthony Adverse"— 
Egyptian cymbal snappers and things like that. But she can dance 
and she is her very best when she cuts loose with the red and gray 
cape and with Charles Collins in “The Dancing Pirate.” 

This dance is, as I have said before, or maybe two or three 
times before, a pretty gorgeous affair. It took the dance director, 
Russell Lewis, and the camera experts, only three days to photo- 
graph it, but it took Mr. Lewis, the camera men, the light experts 
and Robert E. Jones, who, according to all reports, knows more 
above movie color photography than Jock Whitney knows about 
selling stock in his Technicolor patents, three solid months to work 
it all out. 

Technicolor is much too complicated for me to attempt to ex- 
plain. For one thing a layman can't understand it, which is all 
that need be said, but to make an action picture of a pair of fast 
flying red and gray capes the color experts, we are informed, have 
to know just where each cape and each color will be at the thou- 
sandth part of a second when the camera is sure to catch each par- 
ticular movement and color. Then multiply the two capes of the 
stars by the ensemble and you may get a faint impression why the 
one dance took three months of rehearsing. Also you may get 
an idea why more of the big studios have not gone in, as yet, for 
all-color photography. 

The “Cape Dance” of this particular picture is really founded on 
an old Spanish dance called the Jota (pronounced with an H in- 
stead of a J) in which the man portrays a bull fighter and the girl, 
strangely enough, the bull. But the “bull” is more inclined to love 
making than to being killed and people who say they can see the 
story in dances and music—dying swans, boys playing marbles, 
fawns at bay—assert that the “Cape Dance” tells a perfect romance 
as plainly as though it was all written out in words. 

And Mr. Jones and Mr. Lewis go a step beyond. They say the 
story is all plainly told by the colors. The brilliant reds and the 
silver grays. Maybe it is. Anyway, the “Cape Dance” is a long way 
ahead of the trick effects of Papinta and Lottie Collins which 
electrified one's father—one’s mother never went to such shows— 
way back in 1894 or thereabouts.

ATRICK MARQUIS, 
12-year-old school 
boy, could scarcely 
be called a ‘“‘problem 
child"’ in the common 
meaning of that 
term. He’s a young- 
ster of normal health 
| and intelligence, a 
| pupfl in the John 
Burroughs Junior High School at 
Glendale, California, with the usual 
interests of a boy his age, including a 
fondness for model airplanes. But he 
constitutes a problem, 
So far no one has been able to give an 
explanation satisfactory to orthodox 
science of a strange faculty he has re- 
cently exhibited. 

Blindfolded as heavily as anyone 
wishes, Patrick can point out objects, 
trace drawings, imitate gestures, pick 
out words on a printed page, tell exact 
time, as readily as if his vision were 
unobstructed. He can answer ques- 
tions in a language of which, on the 
authority of.a physician of excellent 
standing, he knows nothing.. Also on 
the word of this physician, he has dis-

closed knowledge of events, present 


and future, which apparently could 
not have come to him by any means 
whose existence has been established 
by science. 

The physician, Dr. Cecil EB. Reyn- 
olds, who has experimented often with 
Pat's peculiar ability since discovering 
it accidentally about eight months ago 
and who is drawing the attention of 
fellow medical men to his case, consid- 
ers the boy a medium who performs 
his feats in a trance, with part of his 
brain under the control of an eleventh 
century Persian named Napeji. Pat- 
rick says he has twice seen Napeji. Dr. 
Reynolds, it should be noted, is a 
brain specialist of 26 years’ research 
experience and a Fellow of the British 
Royal College of Surgeons. 

A demonstration of Patrick’s powers 
Was given recently before an audience 
of about 150 doctors at the Hollywood 
Hospital. Members of this audience 
Saw that the blindfolding of the boy 
was thorough, took part in the tests 
and made careful observations of what 
occurred. Twelve of the medical men 
signed a report of the demonstration, 
which was designated as one of “‘su- 
pernormal vision and cognition.”’ This 
“eport follows: 

At the regular meeting of the 
staff of the Hollywood Hospital on 
Tuesday, April 28, 1936, Dr. Cecil 
Reynolds presented a case of ‘“‘su- 
pernormal vision and cognition" in 
a boy of 12. 

Dr. Reynolds explained that this 
faculty developed spontaneously and 
suddenly in the boy whilst he was 
playing with a Ouija board about 
eight months ago. 

it was then explained that the 
method of blindfolding that was 
most sure, most convincing and 
comfortable was obtained by use of 
close-fitting, black vulcanite grind- 
ers’ goggles from which the giass 
was removed and replaced by two 
hermetic dises of black celluloid, 
Over the front of which was placed 
some aseptic and surgical adhesive. 
The goggles were tested by doctors 
and they said they precluded vision.

They stated 

their satisfaction that reception of 

light to the retinae in a physiolog- 

ical manner was impossible, but a 

dark green handkerchief was tied 

over the goggles and forehead. 
Patrick Marquis leaned back in 

an arm chair and went apparently 

into trance. When the trance was 

complete, the boy sat up and 

reached for the tripod of the Ouija 

board. Then, according to seance 

custom, the boy handed the Ouija 

board to one of the doctors, and Dr. 

Reynolds explained that he wanted 

the board turned in any direction 

they desired so that he could show 

them he knew where the “starting 

point,’’ an S-shaped figure, was. 


FTER this was done several 

A umes Dr. Reynolds asked the 
boy to spell Dr. Leake, but the 

boy tapped out on the alphabet on 
the Ouija board “L-E-E-K-E.”’ Then 
he spelled Dr. Daniel correctly, hit- 
ting the center of each letter accu- 
rately with the point of the tripod. 
An illustrated magazine was pro- 
vided which was not previously seen 
by the boy or Dr. Reynolds. It 
was opened at random, and the boy 
accurately traced a picture from 
this magazine on a sheet of pa- 
per that was placed overit. He put 
his pencil on the eyes, nose and 


mouth of a portrait when requested. 


He found single words on any page. 
A doctor took from his pocket a 
pamphiet about four inches by two 
inches of which one side was com- 
pletely covered with the finest type 
of print, so small as to be normally 
illegible at a distance of a yard. 
He asked the boy to find the word 


“Ohio,” which he did in 60 seconds, ~ 


marking it with a cirele. 

Voluntarily, the boy then busied 
himself with the magazine pictures, 
and finding a page on which was a 
group of people, he amused him- 
self by shading the shoes of every 
person. Dr. Nesburn twice held, si- 
lenly, a flat paper between tne gog- 
gles and the subject on which the 
boy was engaged, and each time he 
immediately pushed the obstruction 
away, being evidently aware of an 
additional opacity. 
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After a few more tests, he drew 
his tripod across the word on the 
Ouija board ‘“‘Good-by,’’ and when 
asked to return again, he consulted 
his watch and wrote “At 9:20,’ it 
being 9.16. 

He bowed in true Persian fashion 
(according to Dr. Ameen Fareed) 
first to those in front, then to the 
doctors around, reclined and seemed 
to sleep. Soon he stretched, and 
then Pat called for his mother, as 
he always does. 

During the interval 
Dr. Reynolds said: 

“About eight months 
ago, Pat’s brother and 
and sister were playing 
with a Ouija board 
and getting the usual 
subconscious stuff eas- 
ily recognizable to one 
who has devoted over 
25 years to psychical 
research. As I was 
getting on my overcoat 
to leave, I heard Pat 
sob and saw tears run 
down his face. This 
was the first time he 
evér saw such a board. 
The tripod in his hand 
was facing over let- 
ters. He called, ‘I 
can’t help it.’ I said, 
‘Don’t get excited. ° Let’s see what 
it’s saying.’ It spelled, ‘I will meet 
you in Victoria.’ I said, ‘That’s 
fine,’ and thereupon blindfolded 
him, turned the board around, and 
said, ‘Now do it.’ The tripod again 
spelled the same thing. Then his 
grandmother became afraid, and so 
I stopped him for the time. Since 
then I have experimented systemat- 
ically. 

“Soon after, he wrote in a trance, 
‘My name is Napeji. I lived in the 
Himalayas in Thibet in 1038. I am 
a Parsee and emigrated from Per- 
sia.’ 

“Once I said to him while in 
trance, ‘I have always believed that 
a@ control takes hold of a medium at 


the midbrian.’ He answered, ‘Yes.’ 


I said, ‘Is it the pineal gland’ 
(which I do not believe) and he 
said, ‘No.’ I said, ‘Is it a piece of 
the midbrain between the colliculi’

(which I do be- 

lieve for reasons 

drawn from my 

studies of epi- 

lepsy) and he 

said, ‘Yes.’ I 
said, ‘Do you know

“TIT then said, ‘Go into the library 
and bring back a book with a dia- 
gram showing it.’ He went in blind- 
folded and brought back White and 
Jeliffe’s book and laid it on the ta- 
ble. I turned pages and found a 
sectional diagram from the top of 
the cranium to about the third cer- 
vical segment and I said, ‘Now don’t 
fumble, but put your finger on the 
part of the midbrain that I mean be- 
tween the colliculil.’ He lifted his 
hand and with a dramatic gesture 
placed his forefinger on the exact 
spot. He did this three times. At 
another time he told me that he 
usually employs the left optic thal- 
amus in his demonstrations of sight- 
less vision. 

“In trance once, a woman handed 
the boy a key which looked like an 
ordinary latch key. He picked it 


up and put it on top of an envelope 
and then wrote, ‘This is the key 
to your letter box in the middle tier 
of the Hollywood Postoffice. There 
is a long letter there from Ch- 
cago written on white paper with 
blue ink.’ The woman found such a 
letter later that day. 


rq O NCE another person asked 


when and how he would 

leave this country. The 
boy drew a steamship with three 
stacks, smoke issuing from only two 
of them. He gave the date of de- 
parture as May 25. The people 
have just discovered that the only 
ship they can book passage on is the 
Empress of Britain, which sails 
May 25 and has the smoke stack ar- 
rangement the boy described. 

“Dr. Ameen Fareed once said, ‘I 
wish he would say something in 
Persian.’ The boy wrote ‘Referga’ 
which Dr. Fareed says means 
‘friendship.’ The boy once told Dr. 
Fareed about a letter he had taken 
from his pocket written in Persian 
and said it was written by Fareed’s 
mother. Dr. Fareed took an ancient 
Persian book and opened it at ran- 


dom. I put my finger on a hiero- 
glyphic which meant nothing to me, 
and the boy said it meant ‘he,’ 
which Fareed said was true. _ I 
asked Pat what was the funny 
thing at the bottom, and he an- 
swered it was the number of the 
page, which I had not guessed. The 
boy has written a number of 
passages in Persian, some words of 
which Dr. Fareed can translate, 
but others he feels are not Persian 
at all or are too old for him to com- 
prehend.”” 

At the demonstration, Dr. Fareed 
agreed to all this, and then asked 
the boy to write some Persian. The 
result was correct as to one word, 
but he could not figure out the oth- 
ers.

watch 67 men 
die during my 
eight and one- 
half years at San 
Quentin. But 
there were two 
men whose 
echeduled execu- 
tion last Feb- 
ruary I requested 
not to witness. 

Why? Because 
it might have 
seemed like per- 
sonal vengeance. 

Alexander 
Mackay and Joseph Kristy partici- 
pated in the wild January (1935) 
break that nearly cost me my life and 
resulted in the kidnaping of the State 
Parole Board. 

Before an international flurry over 
Mackay’s citizenship had delayed their 
execution, they were scheduled to 
hang on February 28. Still warden at 
that time, I wanted to avoid the exe- 
cution, for the reason I've already giv- 
en. But the rules are that either the 
warden or a deputy muust actually wit- 
ness a hanging cc... »sertify the execu- 
tion to the Governor, the Prison Board 
and the trial court. 

So I asked the Prison Board to ap- 
prove my appointment of Ralph New, 
captain of the yard, as my deputy. 
The title was voted. He could take 
my place at the gallows. 

Fred Landers, who finally re- 
strained Rudolph Straight from beat- 
ing me to death during the break, 
pleaded guilty to get a life term with 
the possibility of parole. But Mackay 
and Kristy declared they would rath- 
er hang than be doomed to prison for 
half a century. 

“Of the two deaths—the noose or 
slow death in prison—I'd rather have 
the fast one,”’ Mackay said. 

That may sound like bravado, but I 
can understand it. A man would rath- 
er be dead than exist a penned-up life- 
time without hope. 

Mackay and Kristy risked trial by 
jury, hoping for an acquittal or a tech- 
nicality to save them from death un- 
der the California kidnaping law. 

These two men engaged in the most 
highhanded, desperate break within 
my memory in San Quentin. They 
were ready to commit wholesale mur- 
der if it would aid them to escape. 
Joseph Stephens, one of the kidnaped 
members of the Parole Board, told me 
later that Mackay jammed a gun into 
his stomach and pulled the trigger. 
The gun didn’t go off. By the time 
Mackay bad snapped another shell in- 
‘Oo place, his attention was drawn

Not even 
among the other 
inmates of San 
Quentin did the 
attempted escape 
win the sym- 
pathy that usual- 
ly follows a 
break. 

The men felt 
that the escape, 
by the lives it 
jeopardized, was 
a crime against 
each of them. 
A convict trying 
to make good 
and get back to 
his family feels 
that a riot or a 
break endangers 
his own chance 
of release, and 
makes prison 
life harder for 
him by a need- 
less tightening 
up in all the 
always strict rules of the big house. 

After such an occurrence there is an 
immediate public clamor for more 
drastic punishment of prisoners. 
Pressure is brought on the parole 
board to “‘throw away the keys.’’ All 
the convicts suffer, not just the guilty 
ones. 

The international complications that 
sprung up around Mackay after his 
conviction presented one of the most 
unusual situa- 
tions in my San 
Quentin career 

. what with 
“British  inter- 
vention” and a 
telephone call 
from England. 

On the morn- 
ing of February 
16, 12 days be- 
fore the original 
date of the Mac- 
kay-Kristy exe- 
cution, the pris- 
on operator told 
me, “London is 
calling.” 

I answered my 
phone. Clear 
and crisp came 
a voice from 
6000 miles 
away: 

“This is The 
London News- 

Chronicle. We 


wish to talk to Alexander Mackay.” 
“We don’t allow newspaper men to 
talk to condemned men,” I explained. 
Thinking of the cost of the telephone 
bill, I didn’t add that to call a man 
from Condemned Row to the tele- 
phone would be even more unheard of. 
“Well,” the editor replied, “two 
members of the British Parliament are 
interested in bis case. They want to 
know the town, name of the street and

number, where he was born in Scot- 


land, as well as to check his relatives 
and other connections here. There is 
some confusion. This is only for pur- 
pose of identification.”’ 

I told him to wait. With the phone 
bill running up at the rate of $13 a 
minute I studied the problem con- 
fronting me. The thoughts racing 
through my mind went something like 
this:

ish Government is 
interested in this 
man's case.

I had made up 
my mind. I told 
the London editor 
to call back in one 
hour, then sent 
guards to bring 
Mackay to my office 
for the first tele- 
phone talk a con- 
demned man in San Quentin ever had 
with. the outside world. The decision 
drew considerable criticism upon my 
head. I can only say I did what I be- 
lieved to be the right thing, and I stil! 
think it was only playing square to a 
doomed man. 

Mackay and the editor talked for 22 
minutes. The convict was asked the 
place of his birth in Govan, Scotland, 
his street address when he last 

lived there and sim- 
llar questions. Then 
he told the editor 
he had been advised 
to write to King 
Edward about his 
case, that he had 
not been a ring- 
leader in the escape 
plot. He ended the 
conversation by ex- 
pressing the belief 
that his death sen- 
tence would be com- 
muted. 

I noticed th e 
names, Alexander 
Mackay and Joseph 
Kristy on a scroll 
that several hun- 
dred prisoners 
signed and sent to 
me on the day of 
my retirement, 
thanking me, as 
they said, for “‘fair- 
néss and under- 
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standing kindness.”’ 
couldn’t say anything more pleasing to 
me than to say | “shot square’ with 
them. . 

A hanging is a terrible thing, no 
matter how bad the man, no matter 
how black his crime. Each time I 
have witnessed an execution I have 
had to steel myself to go through with 
the nerve-wracking ordeal. 

Memory carries me back to any one 
of those 57 times when I have just 
seen a man die at the end of a knotted 
rope. Back in my office I have signed 
my name to the papers that make 
death an official thing. I trudge out 
to my automobile, start the motor me 
chanically. For two or three hours! 
drive through the green hills of Mar- 
in County to get away from the execu- 
tion atmosphere. 

I am glad I will not have to witness 
another hanging. But I still believe 
in capital punishment. I shall tell 
why in a late chapter. 


N “BLACK FRIDAY” San Quen- 
(—) tin is like a city of the living

With the coming of dawn 
there is an electric nervousness in the 
air, a tenseness among the thousands 
of gray-clad inmates.

Al- 
though in the elections of 1928 and 
1932, Raymond Patenotre was elected 
a Deputy in the first balloting, this 
year, because of the increased strength 
of the Popular Front, in which Com- 
munists, Socialists and Radical-Social- 


{ste combined “for a free, happy and 


strong France’ and against Fascism, 
Patenotre had to submit to the second 
balloting of the May 3 run-off elec- 
tions, in which he won and was re- 
turned as one of France’s 618 national 
deputies. 

Born in Atlantic City, New Jersey, 


in 1900, to a French father and an 


American mother whose father in turn 
had come to America from England 
more than half a century before that 
time, Raymond Patenotre is today and 
has been for some years a citizen of 
the French Republic. While, on this 
side of the ocean, Patenotre owns, 
with his mother, the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, “Bible of Republicanism,”’ la- 
beled by liberals like The Nation's Os- 
wald Garrison Villard as an ultra-con- 
servative, reactionary, stand-pat, 
status quo newspaper, across the sea 
this same enterprising millionaire 
and financier runs ‘‘Le Petit Journal’’ 
of Paris and a string of 15 newspa- 
pers, all of which advocate ‘“‘progres- 
sive’’ mieasures like bimetalism, de- 
valuation of the franc, an increase in 
public works to be financed by the 
State, the nationalization of the Bank 
of France, and a “New Deal’ for 
France similar to the one President 
Roosevelt has instituted here. 

While the Philadelphia Inquirer 
consistently agitates in its editorials 
for the gold standard as the only fi- 
nancial solution to all money troubles, 
Patenotre gives out interviews in 
France, which are published in the 
American “liberal press,’ but never in 
his own paper in Philadelphia, in 
which he praises the ‘“‘honest dollar’ 
of President Roosevelt and asks for 
an ‘“‘honest franc’’ rather than a gold 
franc for his father’s native land.

verson fortune, his father was 
one of the eminent French diplomats 
of his time, and his young wife's fam- 
lly has belonged to the millionaire 
Class for generations—Patenotre was 
not a man to sit back and live on his 
Income. He inherited, along with his

Miers: Herriot, who used him as his 
chief financial adviser, Daladier, and 
Paul-Boncour. Besides, he has writ- 
ten a book, “Crisis, the Monetary 
Drama,” in which he advocates de- 
Valuation of the franc and bimetal- 
lam; he came to the United States in 
1931 with the Laval Mission and is a 
personal friend of former Premier La- 
val and his daughter Josephine; he

High Lights on 
Unusual Personalities 


He's Both a FRENCH DEPUTY and an American 


Politiques et LAtteraires,’’ 
Georges Champeaux, 
French commentator on po- 
litical affairs, wrote an ar- 
ticle called “Raymond Pat- 
enotre or the Mania of Sub- 
sidization,” in which he asks 
and answers the question as 
to how Raymond Patenotre 
came to succeed his father- 
in-law, the late General An- 
dre Thome, who was killed 
in the World War at Verdun, 
as Deputy from Rambouil- 
let. Champeaux writes as if 
he were interviewing a doc- 
tor of the bourgeois class in 
Rambouillet. This gentle- 
man declares to Champeaux: 

“His family pushed Ray- 
mond Patenotre ahead. 
When the first Thome, who 
was the grandfather of the 
present young Mrs. Raymond 
Patenotre, and a millionaire 
many times over, installed 
himeelf in the town of Sou- 
champ after the War of 
1870, he bought the domain 
of Princeloup, where his 
widow, now a woman of 
nearly 90 years of age, is liv- 
ing. That Thome had one 
son, Andre, who married the 
former Mile. Marthe Deve- 
raux, a daughter of the 
prominent French industrial- 
ist. Andre Thome was 
elected deputy from Ram- 
bouillet as a representative 
of the Alliance Republicaine, 
a centrist group, in May, 
1914. On August 2, Thome 
joined his regiment and in 
1918 General Andre Thome 
was killed at Verdun. 

“In 1919 the General's 
widow, who is the mother- 
in-law of Raymond Pate- 
notre and herself had a hankering for 
politics, financed the campaign of the 
Tardieu lists in Rambouillet. That 
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Raymond Patenotre. 


campaign was successful in defeating 
the late Albert Dalimier, veteran Cab- 
inet member of France, 


and his 


friends. In 1925, the Consul-General 
of the Canton died; he was a moderate 
in politics. The Democratic Alliance 


ahd the Republican Federa- 
tion decided to put up as 
successor the Count de Fels, 

+ who was then the Mayor of 
the community of Saint-Hil- 
drun, where the De Fels 
family chateau had been for 
years. 

“But Mme. Marthe Thome 
thought her son-in-law, Ray- 
mond Patenotre, who had 
just married her daughter, 
Jacqueline Thome, that year 
in Paris, should go in for 
politics. Patenotre had re- 
cently returned from one of 
his numerous trips to Amer- 
ica; he consented to run as 
a moderate Thomiste and 
Mme. Thome spent the 
enormous (to the French 
people of that canton) sum 
of 400,000 francs on a cam- 
paign for canton election of 
only 17 communities. In 
the campaign, Patenotre ac- 
cused his opponent, De Fels 
of Germany ancestry, and De 
Fels retaliated by reproach- 
ing Patenotre for the anti- 
French attitude of Pate- 
notre’s uncle’s paper, the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 
Patenotre electioneering in- 
cluded signs on the trees, 
free beer, and new shoes for 
the gamins. 
ical candidate withdrew in 
favor of Patenotre. Ray- 
mond Patenotre put out his 
own paper, ‘Le Progres de 


Rambouiilet,’ in which he. 


advocated devaluation. Af- 
ter Patenotre won, Count de 
Fels saw that he could do 
nothing against a man so 
rich, and resigned as Mayor 
of Saint-Hildrun. In 1928 
Patenotre got the votes of 
both radicals and moderates and was 
elected Deputy. Then, when the Fed-

The Chinese AMBASSADORS DAUGHTER 
Who Went on the 


NEW. YORK. 
IKE so many of her 
compatriots who 
have lived abroad, 
losing some of their 
own cultural habits 
without catching on 
to all the foreign 
ones they are exposed 
to, Yuen Tsung Sze, 
the daughter of 
China’s Ambassador in Washington, is 
a true internationalist. Aside from 
that she has all the inscrutable detach- 
ment that Westerners find so admir- 
able, so endearing and so exasperat- 
ing, in their little yellow brothers. 
Yuen Teung Sze, whose given names 
mean Jade Treasure, has the poise of 
an ancient Buddhist philosopher. She 
is bland and immaculate and pretty. 
But Americans, being somewhat fanat- 
ical in their addiction to the stage and 
screen and their reverence for the 
gilded creatures who are devoted to 
serving the theater, find it a little un- 
reasonable and implausible that after 
her first successful season as an ac- 
tress Miss Sze is unable to make up 
her mind whether she wants to go on 
with acting. 

As a matter of fact she turned down 
the offer of a part repeatedly before 
allowing herself to be persuaded to 
play the Honorable Reader in “Lady 
Precious Stream,’ Dr. Shih iI. 
Hsiung's translation of an old Chinese 
play. She first saw it acted last No- 
vember, in London. About the same 
time the Douglas Fairbankses (Senior 
and Junior) got her to take screen 
tests; they hoped to have another Chi- 
nese play filmed with an all-Chinese 
cast. That didn’t materialize, but Dr. 
Shih Hsiung did bring ‘‘Lady Precious 
Stream’ to New York. When he 
started casting it, he did his best to 
get the Ambassador's daughter to ac- 
cept a role. She replied that she was 
honored by the invitation, said she 
liked the play. But each time she re- 
fused to accept a part. It wasn’t un- 
til the last week of rehearsals that 
she agreed to act in it. The play had 
a moderate run and Yuen Tsung Sze 
stayed with it till the end. But she 
still hasn’t made up her mind whether 
she wants to be an actress. 

Her conclusion after an uneventful 
first experience was something like 
this: “I don’t see why everyone 
thinks the theater is such fun. I 
think it’s far from fun. It’s dread- 
fully hard work. The American thea- 
ter is marvelous, of course, and I en- 
joy going. But it seems to me that 
too many evenings in the theater leave 
you exhausted by all the vicarious suf- 
fering they put you through—vworry- 


ing about all those problems. It is so 
different from the Chinese theater, 
where you pass a gay, gentle evening. 
Here the plays tears you to bits. And 
there are always so many bodies lying 
around.”

are very liberal people and have given 
their children (there are six) complete 
freedom to choose their way of life.

He was made Ambassador 
to the Court of St. James in 1914, 
came to Washington as Minister in 
1921 and later became Ambassador.

School in Washington. She was keen- 
ly interested in art and used every op- 
portunity to practice painting. She 
found it difficult to get accustomed to 
the new atmosphere of her American 
school, Movies, parties, corn on the 
cob, watermelon and the comparative- 
ly unrestricted lives of American 
school children were all astonishing 
novelties to her and she was amazed 
at the odd English spoken outside En- 
gland, having assumed the language 
was all of a piece. 

When she went to Wellesley College 
and found that her instructors hesi- 
tated to ask her to recite in class and 
addressed her in the loud, over-simpli- 
fied language used on foreigners, she 
loved to surprise them by a volley of 
voluble clipped London English as 
fluent as their own. 

She still likes to surprise people 
who fix her with a lot of preconceived 
notions about the Chinese. At her 
cocktail parties she occasionally serves 
some exotic hors d’oeuvres calculated 
to amaze the occidental palate rather 
than intrigue it.

Patenotre was going too far to the 
left, Patenotre answered: ‘l have 
completely paralyzed the extreme left 
in this arondissement.

married Jules Patenotre in Washing- 
ton, D. C., when Jules Patenotre was 
the 49-year-old French Ambassador 
to the United States, and she was a 
24-year-old society beauty. 

Patenotre has been in the public eye 
a great deal. In 1934 this chief ad- 
viser to the Radical-Socialist Herriot 
—Patenotre is a Left Independent in 
politics himself—was accused by for- 
mer Police Chief Jean Chiappe of hav- 
ing been invited to finance a coupe 
d’etat reputedly planned during the 
street riots that ended in fatal disor- 
ders. Chiappe said that Patenotre had 
refused to give Frot, who was Da- 
ladier’s Minister of Interior, funds to 
head a Government to be formed dur- 
ing the riots. At a Parliamentary 
Committee investigation of the Sta- 
visky scandal and the riots, Patenotre 
completely denied all of Chiappe’s 
charges, insisting that he had never 
even been approached. 

That same year Patenotre declared 
that President Doumergue had been 
kept only by pride from recogniz- 
ing that the franc was 50 per cent 
overvalued in relation to the dollar. 
It was Patenotre who, it was rumored, 
would be the likely head of the 
French delegation to visit Washington 
and discuss the war debts with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, for he had voted with 
Herriot as a deputy for the payment 
of the December 15, 1932, installment 
on the war debt. ; 

Patenotre has several times been 
accused of selling short. In 1932 his 
name was on the list of short sellers 
given out by the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee in Washington, D. C., for 
shares of National Power and Light 
sold short. In 1932 it was said that 
he had sold $1,000,000 short at 25.32 
france through the Travelers’ Bank in 
Paris. 


HEN the dollar slumped, the 
W bank wanted to break its con- 

tract, but Patenotre took the 
case to court, demanding his profit of 
126,000 gold dollars, which was 
equivalent to three million francs. 
The court ordered the bank to pay, 
but the affair created a great deal of 
unpleasantness. Patenotre was ac- 
cused of having used information he 
obtained as a member of the Govern- 
ment to make profit for himself on 
the exchange, and he was not named 
in Premier Sarraut’s cabinet the next 
year as a result. 

In 1936 Patenotre several times ex- 
pressed his approval and praise of 
Roosevelt. Like Roosevelt, Patenotre 
urged a more liberal use of credit to 
carry out a public works program 
which he considered useful as a stim- 
ulant for trade. He looked upon the 
staggering public debt of the United 
States as a fine thing, saying that 
“‘Hoover’s deflation literally destroyed 
22 billion dollars of American wealth 
in credits and only when that loss will 
be made up by public debt will pros- 
perity return.” 

Patenotre says he’s against infla- 
tion, but wants devaluation—an “hon- 
est’’ franc. ‘‘Devaluate the franc by 30 
per cent,’’ declared Patenotre a few 
months ago. “Make the Bank of 
France a real state bank, equipped 
to lend generously to the French busi- 
ness man and farmer. Make an hon- 
est franc just as President Roosevelt 
made an honest dollar, not by stabiliz- 
ing currency to gold, but to purchas- 
ing power. President Roosevelt is on 
the right track, but he made a mistake 
in attacking the utilities. He should 
make the bankers lend mure [reely 
and at lower interest rates.’

HAT was the inspira- 

tion of the Indians’ 

totem poles? Where 

did the Mayas get the 

complicated patterns 

with which they dec- 

orated thefr temples? 

What gave the Greek 

craftsmen the ideas 

— for their formalized 

border designe? And where did the 
patterns used in modern designing 
originate? .. . Whatever the final an- 
swer to these questions may be, Ma- 
rion Thayer MacMillan believes that 
her pictures of water refiections will 
have some bearing on it. In her opin- 
lon they supply a connecting link be- 
tween nature and the human propen- 
sity to make patterns. They seem to 
explain or at least to suggest a rea- 
son for the instinctive appreciation of 
symmetry and repetition which is at 
the bottom of most designs. Arche- 
ologists and art critics have been much 
impressed with the theory she has 
drawn from them. Almost everyone 
who has seen them has found a new 
comparison between her photographed 
reflections and some element in primi- 
tive design. A reviewer in the New 
York Times referred to the landscape 
architecture of China and Japan and 
compared the effects of the photo-

graphs to those sought 
by Chinese print makers 
and imitated by Turner. 
When Mrs. Dorothy 
Rolph, who was intro- 
duced to the subject by 
Mrs. MacMillan, had a 
showing of her own 
photographs in New 
York, they were enthu- 
siastically discussed by 
the prominent critic, 
Lewis Mumford. “On 
the surface,’ he wrote, 
“one beholds a magnifi- 
cent totem pole, a Cam- 
bodian column or a head by Brancusi. 
With a shout of surprise one discov- 
ers when one turns the head quarter 
way around that the results are 
achieved by photographing rocks that 
stand above the water clear enough to 
give a perfect complementary image.”’ 

Mrs. MacMillan, who is the wife of 
Professor Wade MacMillan of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, has just set forth 
her discovery, and the theory it 
brought up, in a book, “Reflections: 
The Story of Water Pictures’”’ (pub- 
lished by Greenberg, New York). 

Her preoccupation with the subject 
dates from summer vacations she and 
her husband spent in Georgian Bay, 
near Pointe-au-Baril, Ontario. It is 
obvious that in her mind the whole 
subject involves more than a dry es- 
thetic theory. Her exposition com-

bines fact with fancy and is built up 
on her strong affection for the wild 
lake country she has explored. This 
warm sentiment interlards the entire 
monograph with the poetry of earth 
and emphasizes her conviction that ar- 
tistic wisdom can only be arrived at 
by contact with the serenity of nature. 
She is as anxious to recreate her sub- 
jective experiences in the silent North- 
ern wilderness as to get over her 
hypothesis: that the basis of most 
primitive design — and of the whole 
conception of bilateral symmetry in 
design—was the influence of water re- 
flections on the subconscious mind of 
primitive artists. It is her theory,

of water reflections. She learned

RS. MACMILLAN was im- 
IV prensea by the statement of an 
: Ojibway craftsman, Jonas Kew- 
quado: ‘Our great grandfathers have 
seen the queer shapes along shores 
and along rivers. This is why we are 
having names along shore and chan- 
nels and rivers and on the inland.’ 
She doesn’t imply that reflections 
were the sole source of primitive de- 
signs, but she thinks they probably 
had something to do with all those 
characterized by duplication of lines 
and figures. With this, her chief con- 
clusion, she has arrived at the notion 
that the ‘unrestricted perception’ 
learned by solitary communion with 
nature is a means of heightening the 
enjoyment of more sophisticated 
forms of beauty and capable of reviv- 
ing in art the directness and purity of 
primitive craftsmanship.

was wreaking a cruel and unjust 
vengeance if you didn’t know the 
other side of the story. 

I always let the men talk of 
such things if it eased their 
minds. For my part I kept the 
conversation on trivial, common- 
place things to allay as much as 
possible the terror rising in their 
blood. I asked them whether 
their breakfast was good, whether 
they wanted anything. 

This may sound grotesque, but 
it is comforting to doomed men, 

Three-fifths of those about to 
die ask for a drink of whisky to 
brace them. They get it. 

Always, clinging to hope to the 
last, they ask, “Any word from 
the Governor?” During my eight 
and a half years as warden I nev- 
er let a hanging pass without 
phoning the Governor's office the 
hour beforehand. Usually noth- 
ing was forthcoming. 


HE late Governor James 
T Rolph was an exception. A 

kindly man who on visits to 
the prison always stopped and 
chatted with the convicts, he often 
telephoned last-minute reprieves 
after the doomed men had gone 
to the death chamber. 

Those reprieves came from the 
heart and I am sure Sunny Jim 
Rolph never realized he was send- 
ing @ man. through about the 
worst hell a human being can ex- 
perience. Imagitie how the con- 
demned man has nerved himself 
for the walk to the gallows. He 
has gone through the final tor- 
Ment, has got a grip on himself. 
Then comes news of the reprieve. 
The man collapses, physically and 
mentally. Back to the Condemned 
Row he goes, and in the vast ma- 
jority of cases only to suffer the 
whole agony all over again. 

I want to emphasize the differ- 
ence between reprieve when a 
man is spending months in Con- 
demned Row grasping for hope, 
and the respite that comes after a 
Wednesday night when he is re- 
moved alone to the death chaniber 


adjoining the gallows room to 


bass agonizing hours until Black 
Friday. It is the latter that a hu- 
Man being should never have to 
g0 through more than once. 

Once Governor Rolph came to 
realise this, he discontinued the 
practice of last-minute reprieves. 

I cite the example of Pedro 
Magsaysay, executed in November, 
1931, for the murder of another 
Filipino. He was granted six re- 
Prieves. 

When I examined a will he left 
with me, I found he had willed 
$750 to the Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals in memory 
of his pet dog. He claimed the 


of them buck up in a way that’s a 


dog saved his life by barking 
when the Filipino he killed at- 
tacked him while he was asleep. 

A whining, cringing man on the 
gallows is rare. Usually they 
prove how man “can take it.’’ A 
few ‘‘blow their tops’’ and have to 
be sent to the State asylum for 
the criminally insane. But most 


tribute to human courage and on- 
durance. 

Rush Griffin, the youngest per- 
son who ever paid the extreme 
penalty at San Quentin, was one 
who went to his doom courageous- 
ly. 

It was the execution of this 19- 
year-old Negro, who killed a for- 
mer University of Southern Cali- 
fornia medical etudent in a hold- 
up, that earned the title of the 
‘‘mistake hanging.”’ 

His attorneys had filed an ap- 
peal, which should have stayed 
the execution automatically. In 
all appeal cases we get a notice at 
the prison. from the clerk of the 
State Supreme Court. No such 
notice came in Griffin’s case.
